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PUBLICATIONS. 

The  Bureau  of  the  American  Republics  was  established  as  the  offi¬ 
cial  agency  of  the  Republics  of  Central  and  South  America,  Mexico, 
and  the  I’nited  States  for  the  collection  and  prompt  distribution  of 
commercial  information,  and  to  foster  inter-trade  relations  in  these 
countries.  In  pursuance  of  this  purpose  the  Bureau  has  published 
for  distribution  a  number  of  Bulletins,  Handbooks,  Reports,  Codes 
of  Commercial  Nomenclature  (three  large  volumes),  and  a  Commer¬ 
cial  Directory  of  the  American  Republics,  including  the  European 
dependencies  in  Central  and  South  America  and  the  West  Indies — 
two  handsome  quarto  volumes  of  about  2,500  pages. 

In  addition  to  the  general  information  embraced  in  the  Handbooks, 
etc.,  each  issue  of  the  Monthly  Bulletin,  a  magazine  of  300  pages, 
contains  special  current  articles  and  items  of  interest  relating  to  the 
various  countries  represented  by  the  Bureau.  It  has  been  greatly 
enlarged  and  improved  during  the  current  year.

ACiRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS. 

The  report  ot'  the  toreion  tnule  of  the  United  States,  as  com- 
pileil  by  tlie  Department  of  Agriculture,  for  the  fiscal  year  1898, 
shows  that  it  was  the  most  remarkable  year  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  While  the  exports  were  deciiledly  the  largest  ever 
reported',  the  imports  were  exceptionally  small.  P'or  every  dol¬ 
lar's  worth  of  foreign  imports  brought  into  the  Uniteil  States 
nearly  $2  worth  of  United  States  commoilities  fountl  a  market 
in  toreign  lands.  Of  the  merchandise  of  ih)mestic  origin  that 
was  shipped  to  foreign  markets  70.9^  per  cent,  measured  in  value, 
consisted  of  the  various  products  of  agriculture.  The  total  value 
of  these  shipments  in  1898  was  $858,507,942,  an  increase  over 
the  figures  reported  for  1897  of  nearly  25  per  cent,  or  of 
$168,752,749.  This  was  in  excess  of  the  next  highest  year 
(1892)  of  more  than  $50,000,000. 

The  agricultural  exports  for  1898  show  a  greater  gain,  propor¬ 
tionately,  than  the  nonagricultural.  The  trade  in  the  former  more 
than  kept  pace  with  the  remarkable  growth  in  the  exportations  of 
the  manutiictures  of  the  United  .States.  The  falling  off  in  agri¬ 
cultural  imports  during  the  year  was  almost  as  marked  as  the 
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increase  in  agricultural  exports.  In  1898,  $3 14,2()  1,796  worth  ot 
toreign  agricultural  products  were  purchased  hy  the  I'nited  States, 
as  against  $400,871,468  worth  in  1897.  a  ilecrease  ot  about  22 
per  cent.  A  large  part  ot  the  growth  in  agricultural  exports  was 
due  to  the  increased  shipments  ot  grain,  oci-asioned  by  loreign 
dehcicncies.  In  wheat  ami  wheat  flour  alone,  there  was  a  gain  ot 
nearly  $100,000,000,  while  the  total  \alue  ot  breadstutl's  sent 
abroad  advanceil  trt)m  $197,857,219  in  1897  to  $333,897,119  in 
1898.  .Mthough  these  immensj'  gains  in  value  resulted,  in  part, 
trom  the  higher  prices  prevailing,  at  the  same  time  there  was  an 
important  increase  in  the  cpiantity  shipptd.  During  the  year 
148.231,261  bushels  ot  wheat  were  shipped,  as  against  79,562,020 
in  the  previous  year.  'I'he  average  annual  export  price  in  1898 
was  98.3  cents  per  bushel,  or  a  tt)tal  valuation  ot  $145,684,659; 
this  was  a  gain  ot  $85,764,481  over  1897,  when  the  average  price 
was  only  75.5  cents  per  bushel  and  the  total  value  $59,920,178. 

I  he  shipments  and  total  value  were  only  exi'eeded  once  in  the 
history  ot  the  country,  vi/,  in  1892,  when  the  wheat  exports 
amounted  to  157,280,351  bushels,  valued  at  $  161,39c),  132. 

d'he  exports  ot  wheat  dour  did  not  increase  very  much  in 
cpiantity  during  i8c^8,  but  the  gain  in  value  was  ipiite  important, 
amounting  to  $1  3.349.37  b  making  a  total  value  ot  $(xj.263,7i8. 
The  average  export  price  per  barrel  was  $4.51  in  i8cj8,  as  against 
$3.84  in  18(^7.  d'he  dour  exporteil  in  i8cj7  was  equivalent  to 
65,562,c)52  bushels  ot  wheat,  and  that  in  l8cj8  to  614074,7^4 
bushels.  .Stateil  in  grain,  the  combined  shipments  ot'  wheat  and 
wheat  dour  would,  theretore,  amount  to  145,124.1)72  bushels  in 
i8c)7,  and  to  217,306,005  bushe  ls  in  i8c)8. 

.Second  only  to  the  exports  ot  wheat  were  the  exports  ot 
Indian  c:orn  (maize)  during  i8c)8.  d  he  shipments  ot  this  cereal 
have  grown  with  remarkable  rapiility  during  the  last  lew  years, 
aggregating  in  i8c)8,  2o8,744.c)3c)  bushels,  or  a  gain  over  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  ot  31,828,574  bushels.  I'lie  ailvance  in  the  export

$46,580,918,  in  1898.  d'he  expe)rt  price  averaged  7.1  cents  in 
1898  as  against  6.8  cents  in  1897.  d'he  increase  in  the  expe)rta- 
tie)n  e)f  lard  was  nearly  as  markeel.  d'he  e.xpe)rt  record  tor  1897 
was  568,515,640  pe)unds,  we)rth  $29,1 26,485,  and  that  fe)r  1898 
709,544,045  pe)und.s,  we)rth  $59,710,672.  d'he  export  price  per 
pe)und  advane'ed  fre)m  5.1  te)  5.6  cents.  The  shipme-nts  of  hams 
ame)unteel  te)  200, 185,861  pe)unds,  we)rth  $18,987,525.  Thiswasa 
gain  of  54,558,559  j)e)unds  in  epiantity  and  e)f  $5,017,504  in  value. 
I'here  was  a  decrt;ase  in  the  average  annual  j)rice  fre)m  9.7  cents  in 
i8i)7  te)  9.5  ce;nts  in  181)8.  I'he  exports  of  pickled  pork  increased 
in  epumtity  21,564.158  pounds,  or  to  88,1  55,078  pounds,  in  1898. 
I  he  average  ex{)i)rt  price  increased  from  4.9  cents  to  5.6  cents, 
making  the  total  value  ot  the  shipments  $4,906,961.  Both  the 
exports  of  canned  be*ef  and  salted  or  pickled  beef  declined  in  the 
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number  ot  pounds  ;ind  in  total  valuation.  I'he  exports  ot  the 
former  were  37,109,570  pounds,  worth  $3,-79/^57.  a  loss  of 
16,910,202  pounils  anil  ot  $  ,376,651  in  the  a<j;<2re^ate  valuation. 
The  averap!  export  price  increased  from  8.6  to  8.8  cents  per 
pound.  In  salted  or  pickled  beef  there  was  a  loss  of  23,398.461 
pounds  in  ipiantity  and  ot  $1,145,659  in  value.  The  shipments 
of  1898  amounted  to  44,314,479  pounds,  worth  $2,368,467. 

The  shipments  of  butter  during  the  year  were  onlv  25,690.025 
pounds,  a  fallinj^  otf  of  5,655,199  in  the  number  of  pounds, 
and  of  $628,599  in  valuation.  I'he  export  price  showed  an 
advance  from  14.3  to  15  cents  per  pound.  I  he  value  ot  the 
cotton-seed  oil  exported  .showed  a  plin  ot  nearly  50  per  cent  over 
1897,  or  a  total  ot  40.230,784  gallons,  d'he  total  value  of  the 
shi{unents  rose  trom  $6,897,361  to  $10,137,619.  d  here  was  a 
slight  decline  in  the  average  annual  valuation  per  gallon  for  1898, 
or  from  25.4  cents  to  25.2  cents  per  gallon.  The  exports  of  oil 
cake  and  oil-i'ake  meal  showed  an  excess  ot  301,643,616  pounds, 
or  a  total  of  1.358.136,702  pounds.  The  export  price  showed 
little  change.  I'he  value  of  the  shipments  reported  for  1898  was 
$12,601,820  as  against  $9,61  1.044 

riie  number  ot  cattle  sent  abroad  in  1898  was  439.255  head, 
valued  at  $37,827,500.  d'he  shijiments  in  1897  ii'iiounted  to 
392,190,  worth  $36,357,451,  the  average  annual  export  price 
declining  from  $92.70  to  $86.12  per  head.  I'he  number  of 
sheep  exported  was  199,('k^O,  or  44,430  less  than  in  1897.  I'lie 
value  of  these  animals  fell  from  $1,531,645  in  1897  to  $1,213,886 
in  1898.  The  number  of  horses  exported  increased,  being  51,1  50 
in  1898  as  compared  with  39,532  in  1897.  I'he  export  price  per 
head  averaged  $120.64  during  1897,  and  $120.75  during  1898, 
or  a  total  value  in  1898  ot  $6,176,569.  I'he  total  ipiantity  of 
hides  and  skins  shipped  in  1898  amounted  to  1 1,556,073  pounds, 
valued  at  $1,015,032,  which  indicates  a  tailing  otf  in  quantity  of 
19,583,093  pounils,  and  in  value  of  $1,37  3,498,  as  compared  with 
1897.  I  he  average  export  price  rose  from  7.7  cents  per  pound 
to  8.8  cents. 

Other  agricultural  exports  during  1898  that  exhibited  again  in 
value  of  more  than  $1,000,000  were  hops,  fruits,  and  oleo  oil. 
The  increase  in  hops  over  1897  amounteil  to  5.735,428  pounds  in 
quantity  and  $1,338,596  in  value.  American  fruits  marketed 
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abroad  during  1898  were  valued  as  high  as  $8,851,878.  This 
sum  was  $1,258,378  in  excess  ot  the  valuation  tor  1897.  I  lie  re 
was  a  gain  ot  19,073.125  poumls,  and  in  value  a  gain  of 
$1,162,352  in  the  exports  of  oleo  oil,  the  totals  tor  1898  being 
1  13,506,1  52  poumls  ami  $6,742,061. 

In  several  cases,  among  agricultural  exjM)rts  for  the  year  there 
were  gains  in  (piantity  accompanieil  by  a  falling  otf  in  value.  A 
noticeable  example  was  furnisheil  by  cotton,  the  most  im{)ortant 
item  in  the  agricultural  export  trade  of  the  Ignited  States.  I'he 
shipments  of  this  product  increased  trom  3,103.754,949  pi»irids 
in  1897  to  3,850,264.295  pounds  in  1898;  but  the  total  value  of 
these  shipments,  owing  to  a  tlrop  of  1.4  cents  per  {H)und  in  the 
average  e.xport  price,  declined  from  $230,890,971  in  1897  to 
$230,442,215  in  1898,  a  loss  of  $448,756.  I'he  average  export 
price  was  only  6  cents  jn-r  jiouml  in  1898.  Cheese  was  another 
export  that  .showetl  an  increased  (juantity  ami  a  iliminished  value, 
ill  (piantity  there  was  a  gain  of  2,222,^/13  pounds,  and  in  value 
a  loss  of  $76,739.  ^  exports  are  reported  as  53,167,280  pounds, 

worth  $4,559,324.  d'he  average  export  price  per  pound  fell 
from  (^.1  cents  to  8.6  cents.  I  here  are  several  instances,  on  the 
other  hand,  where  an  increase  in  the  total  value  occurred  in  con¬ 
junction  with  a  falling  off  as  regards  the  (piantity  shipped.  The 
exports  ot  tresh  beet  are  a  ('ase  in  point,  the  shipments  ot  this 
product  declining  from  2(^0, 395,(^30  pounds  in  1897  to  274,768,074 
pounds  in  1898,  while  the  total  vahu;  rose  from  $22,653,742  to 
$22,(^66,556.  A  comparison  of  tlur  average  export  prices  tor  the 
two  years  shows  an  advance  from  7.8  cents  per  pound  in  1897  to 
8.4  cents  per  pound  in  i8()8. 

Agricultural  products,  other  than  those  heretotore  mentioned, 
that  suffered  a  decline  during  18(^8,  were  starch,  beans  and  pease, 
and  tobacco.  'I'he  exports  of  starch  amounted  to  79,088.876 
pounds,  worth  $  1  ,r/)5,(^26,  a  tailing  off  ot  6,288.563  jiounds  and 
of  $2(^4,377.  I  he  shipments  of  beans  and  pease  decreased  in 
quantity  45,935  bushels  and  their  value  $16,293.  'I'he  amount 
exported  was  854.000  bushels,  valued  at  $1,094,094.  I  he  shi[> 
ments  of  leaf  tobacco  were  252,258.002  pounds,  worth  $2l,(^24,- 
327.  I'his  was  a  decline  of  53,5  \  pounds  in  quantity  and 

$2,589,230  in  value.  I'he  average  annual  export  price  rose  from 
8  cents  to  8.7  cents  per  pound. 
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The  distribution  ot  tlu;  alcove -nicntioncil  articles  ot  exjKirt 
tlirouj^hout  tlu!  countries  ot  Latin-Aineriea  indicates  nottAvorthv 
plains,  according  to  the  Monthly  Suininarv  ot  Coniineree  and 
b'inanee  ot  the  I  niteil  States,  prepared  b_\  the  Ihireau  ot  Sta¬ 
tistics,  treasury  I  )epartinent.  I'his  was  «:.speeiall\'  the  case  with 
regard  to  the  wheat  sent  to  South  America,  whii-h  rose  in  value 
trout  $165,202  in  to  $1,505,171  in  iHyS.  Wheat  Hour 

while  substantially  inereasin<jj  tor  Santo  1  )oniinp:o  and  tor  .South 
America  in  ^[eneral.  showed  a  sli<;hr  tallinjj;  oti' in  iStyS  tor  Latin- 
Ameriea  as  a  whole.  I  Ik'  shipments  ot  mai/e  increaseil  in  both 
Central  anil  .South  .\merica.  but  the  returns  tor  Mexico  show  a 
decrease  in  valuation  tVom  $:^,2^47<Sl  in  1<S97  to  $4:^.7 77  in 
1898.  While  at  the  first  glance  these  tigures  might  indicate  a 
very  jianicky  condition  ot  the  commercial  status,  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  shipments  ot  corn  products  trom  the 
I’nited  .States  to  Mexico  in  1897  were-  abnormallv  great,  owing 
to  the  tliilure  ot  the  mai'/e  crop  in  the  latter  country,  and  that  the 
figures  tor  1898  show  only  a  return  to  a  normal  .state. 

d'he  following  countries  increased  mati-rially  the  value  of  their 
imports  of  provisions,  comprising  meat  and  dairy  products,  from  the

Mexico,  Colombia,  Hrazil,  and  other  South 
America,  the  most  notable  increase  being  tor  Hra/il,  to  which 
country  $40,303  represent  the  exports  for  1897  and  $92,191  the 
ex[)orts  for  1898.  Central  .America,  Mexico,  Argentina,  Colom¬ 
bia,  and  “other  South  .America’'  increased  their  imports  ot  leaf 
tobacco.

According  to  rlu;  j)ulilic;ition  rntitlcil  "Statistics  ot  the  Amer¬ 
ican  anil  l^'orci^ii  Iron  Fradt'S,”  t()r  the  year  1898,  the  production 
ot  iron  and  steel  has  greatly  increasetl  in  the  L’nited  States.  In 
1898  was  witnessed  the  he^innin^  ot  a  inovemen-  in  the  iron 
traile  ot  this  countrs  that  has  proiluced.  u  revolution,  the  progress 
ot  whi('h  is  being  watched  with  the  deepest  interest  by  all  export¬ 
ing  nations.  4  his  movement  is  nt)  other  than  the  ctmsolidation 
ot  iron  aJid  steel  t'lrms.  in  order  to  crean*  lu-w  corporations,  which 
alreadv  control  a  capital  estimated  at  more  than  .$^00,000,000. 

b'rom  these  statistics  it  is  ascertained  that  the  exportation 
ot  iron  and  st«‘el  anti  manutactures  thereot  in  1898  amountetl  to 
$82,771,^50,  against  $62.7^7.270  in  1897,  and  against  $48,670,- 
218  in  1896,  which  shows  an  increase  in  two  years  ot  more  than  70 
per  cent.  Included  in  the  exports  t)t  1898  were  257.077  tons  ot  pig 
iron,  291,078  tons  ot  steel  rails.  28.(k>0  tons  ot  ingots,  bl(M)ms,  and 
billets.  18,710  tt)ns  ot  steel-wire  rotls,  anil  24.197  tons  ot  other 
steel  rods  and  bars.  27.077  tons  ot  .steel  plates  anil  sheets, 
tons  ot  wire,  17.777  tons  ot  cut  nails  and  spikes,  1  7.714  tons  ot 
wire  nails  and  spikes,  and  74,078  tons  ot  structural  iron  and  .steel. 
I'here  were  also  exported  780  liK-omotives  and  large  quantities  of 
machinery  made  principally  of  iron  and  steel. 

In  the  above  figures  agricultural  implements  are  not  included, 
the  exportation  ot  which  amounted  in  1898  to  $9,07  7,384.  against 
$7,702,807  in  1897  and  $4,647,729  in  1896.  The  importation 
ot  iron  and  steel  by  the  United  States  has  greatly  dimini.shed  as 
a  natural  consequence  ot  the  enormous  home  production.  Iron 
and  .steel,  and  manutactures  thereof,  were  imported  in  1880  in 
amounts  aggregating  $80,447,762,  and  were  exported  only  in 
quantities  valued  at  $17,176,707.  In  i8i}8  the  amount  of  those 
articles  exported  represented  a  value  of  $82,771,770,  and  the  im¬ 
portation  of  the  same  was  valued  at  only  $1 2.47  7.677,  which 
shows  that  the  conditions  exi.sting  nineteen  vears  ago  have  been 
entirely  reversed. 

4'he  American  manufactures  of  iron  and  .steel  compete  favor- 
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ably  with  the  hhiglish,  even  in  the  (U)niain  ot  Her  Britannic 
Majesty.  There  are  shipped  tt)-tlay  troni  the  United  States  to 
England  and  her  colonial  possessions  considerable  amounts  ot 
pig  iron,  steel  billets,  steel  rails,  steel  plates,  structural  steel,  wire 
rods,  wire  nails,  and  cast-iron  pipe.  Lately  an  order  has  been 
received  tor  6o  American  locomotives  t(>  be  used  on  two  ot  the 
great  railways  running  trom  luigland  to  Scotland,  the  Midland 
and  the  Great  Northern.  As  a  remarkable  tact  we  may  add  that 
the  British  Government  has  ordered  in  the  United  States  a  steel 
railroad  bridge,  consisting  ot  seven  spans  ot  i  50  teet  each,  to  be 
placed  over  the  Atbara  River  in  the  Soudan.  I'he  Baldwin 
Locomotive  Works,  of  Philadelphia,  is  now  tilling  an  onler  tlir 
45  locomotives  for  railroads  in  India.  The  Pennsylvania  Steel 
Company  has  made  a  contract  tor  the  construction  of  a  steel  via¬ 
duct.  2,260  feet  long  and  320  teet  high,  over  the  (  'it)kteik  (iorge, 
in  India.  This  work  will  cost  $700,000.  d'he  Russian  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  ordered  from  the  Pikknix  Briihje  Company,  of 
Pha'nixville,  Pennsylvania,  12  steel  railway  bridg<“S,  etc.,  etc. 

During  the  year  icSt^S  the  consumption  of  pig  iron  in  the 
United  States  averaged  a  little  over  a  million  tons  per  month. 

d  he  exportation  of  iron  and  steel  first  exi'eeded  the  importation 
in  value  in  189^.  P'ive  Years  later,  in  1898,  the  exportation  of 
those  articles  exceeded  the  importation  by  $70,297,(^13. 

In  18(48  the  exports  of  agricultural  implements  amounted  to 
$(4,073,384,  against  $7,302,807  in  18(47.  Mo'vers  tbrmed  more 
than  two-thinls  ot  the  total  valiu;  ot  these  exports,  for  they  alone 
representetl  $6,771,741. 

I  he  total  jiroduction  of  pig  iron  in  the  United  States  iluring 
the  Year  18(48  amounted  to  the  enormous  aggregat(;  ot  1  L773.934 
tons,  against  (4.672.680  tons  in  18(47,  Yvhich  shows  an  incriaise  of 
nearly  22  per  cent.  In  the  same  year,  18(48,  the  production  of 
Bessemer  steel  ingots  in  tlu;  U  nited  .States  amounted  to  6,(’)O(4,0 1  7 
tons,  d'he  total  weight  of  Bessemer  steel  rails  in  18(48  was 
1.(476,702  tons,  d'he  production  of  all  kinds  of  steel  in  the  same 
year  Yvas  8.(472,877  tons. 

It  is  (stimated  that  the  total  ('onsumption  of  iron  ore  in  the 
United  .States  during  the  year  18(48  amounted  to  21,1(43,000  tons.

EXTRACTS  FROM  PRESIDENT  ROCA’S  MESSAGE. 

President  Julio  A.  Roc  a,  ot  the  Argentine  Republic,  delivered 
his  message  at  the  opening  session  ot  the  Argentine  Congress 
May  1,  1899.  d'his  address  is  a  lengthy,  but  well-consitlered 
and  interesting  document.  The  first  point  to  which  attention  is 
devoted  is  the  recent  boundary  tiispute  between  the  Argentine 
Republic  and  Chile,  which  was  happily  settleil  by  a  joint  com¬ 
mission  sitting  at  Buenos  Ayres.  In  speaking  ot’  this  settlement 
the  Presiilent  says : 

Hereafter,  at  peace  witit  ourselves,  at  peace  with  the  bordering  States  and 
with  all  nations,  we  shall  no  longer  invest  a  considerable  part  of  the  public 
revenues  in  elements  of  destruction,  but  will  devote  them  to  giving  impulse  to 
our  advancement  in  every  line  in  order  to  become  the  great  nation  our  patriotism 
foreshadows. 

The  demarcation  of  the  Puna  de  Atacama,  which  has  just  been  determined, 
has  an  importance  far  above  the  value  of  the  territory  in  litigation.  It  has  put 
an  end  to  this  long  period  of  anxiety  and  unrest,  the  cause  of  so  manv  sacrifices 
in  both  countries,  which,  following  the  wise  inspirations  of  reason  and  consulting 
their  own  advantages,  have  finally  come  to  understand  c.ach  other. 

Rctcrring  ti)  the  part  taken  by  Hon.  Wii.liam  I.  Buchanan, 
the  I’niteil  States  Minister,  in  the  settlement  ot’  the  bountlary 
question,  the  Presiilent  says: 

It  has  been  a  source  of  special  gratification  that  the  American  Minister,  Mr. 
Buchanan,  has  given  his  eminent  services  in  a  solution  of  the  questions  at  issue 
between  these  Republics.  It  is  not  the  first  time  that  a  Minister  of  our  great 
sister  Republic  of  the  North  has  given  decisive  intervention  in  these  boundary 
questions  in  favor  of  the  maintenance  of  international  peace.  Both  the  people 
of  Argentina  and  Chile  on  one  side  and  on  the  other  of  the  high  Cordilleras, 
whose  destinies  have  been  at  stake,  ought  never  to  forget  this  friendly  and 
important  service. 

the  commercial  ipiestion  the  Presiilent  expresses  himselt 
as  follows: 

'Fhe  crisis — graver  than  its  prcdecesst»rs,  as  it  afiTcctCvl  far  greater  interests, 
through  wliicli  the  Republic  has  been  passing — is  rapidly  disappearing,  as  is 
demonstrated  by  several  facts.  The  most  noticeable  of  these  is  the  general 
movement  of  the  import  and  export  trade,  which  for  some  years  past  has  been 
showjng  increased  .activity.  I?i  1S9S  it  exhibited  an  excess  of  ^30,000,000  over 
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the  previous  year — unanswerable  proof  of  the  vitality  of  the  country,  which 
at  last  takes  upon  itself  the  reestablishment  of  the  cijuilibrium  almost  always 
disturbed  by  an  overplus  of  unproductive  consumption. 

The  sum  of  .S3 e, 000, 000,  in  which  the  c.vports  c.vcccded  the  imports  during 
the  past  year,  represents  a  considerable  effort  on  the  part  of  the  labt)r  and  the 
production  of  the  country,  which  will  not  be  diminished  this  year  according  to 
available  data,  and  shows  in  a  measure  the  proportion  in  which  the  public 
resources  arc  increasing  and  that  the  balance  of  international  trade  is  modified 
in  our  favor. 

An  c.xamination  of  tlie  items  making  up  the  grand  aggregate  demonstrates 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  generality  of  the  proilucts  and  that  new 
sources  of  wealth  have  sprung  up  which  in  a  short  time  have  c.vpcrienccd  a 
considerable  e.vpansion.  Among  these  is  cattle  on  the  hoof,  which  has  already 
figured  in  the  lists  of  e.xports  to  the  amount  of  ;«!i 0,000, ooo  in  gold. 

Passing;  on  to  the  financial  status,  tlic  niessagt*  savs : 

The  foreign  debt  which  directly  burdens  the  nation  is  at  the  present  time 
§275,447,775,  gold,  not  including  in  this  amount  §34,000,000  of  securities 
issued  for  the  arraneement  of  the  foreign  debt  of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Avres, 
the  service  of  which  is  chargeable  to  it  alone,  nor  §7,000,000  issued  to  cancel 
the  debt  of  the  National  Bank,  chargeable  to  this  institution. 

The  internal  debt,  payable  in  gold,  chargeable  to  the  nation,  is  §40,3"5,f^77, 
and  the  paper  debt,  on  the  same  footing,  is  §104,595,933.  It  is  time  to  sepa¬ 
rate  from  the  statement  of  this  debt  a  nominal  amount  represented  by  securities 
issued  to  cuarantce  the  circulation  of  the  fiduciary  money,  an  amount  which  is 
only  an  clement  of  confusion,  since  the  nation  has  bought  up  the  greater  part  of 
those  securities  and  has  made  itself  responsible  for  the  issues  of  the  banks. 
There  is,  therefore,  no  other  debt  in  this  connection,  unless  it  be  that  involved 
in  the  paper  money  which  those  securities  guarantee. 

ICnlargin^  upon  the  financial  condition.s  ot'  the  country,  the 
message  says: 

The  Bank  of  the  Argentine  Nation  (Banco  dc  l.i  Nacion)  continues  to  make 
its  beneficent  .action  felt  throughout  the  country.  The  advisability,  however, 
of  enabling  it  to  eneatre  in  operations  of  international  exchange  and  to  more 
efficiently  participate  in  matters  related  to  money  and  credit  is  recognized. 

The  monetary  question  is  one  that  demands  our  most  serious  attention. 
The  country  has  existed  almost  always  under  a  regime  of  inconversion,  not, 
however,  abandoning  the  hope  of  emerging  therefrom,  although  a  firm  purpose 
or  the  necessary  means  to  carry  it  into  practice  have  been  wanting.  As  the 
nation  has  advanced  through  the  importation  of  men  and  capital  and  through 
open  credit  in  forcien  markets,  the  necessity  of  emerging  from  insecurity  and 
fluctuations,  which  arc  a  barrier  to  credit,  drive  away  capital,  restrain  immi¬ 
gration,  and  enervate  the  commercial  movement,  has  made  itself  felt  more  and 
more. 

Compulsory  circulation  and  a  depreciation  of  money,  or  a  constantly  fluctu- 
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ating  currency,  making  and  unmaking  fortunes,  according  to  circumstances,  also 
act  as  the  most  onerous  and  most  cruel  of  taxes,  weighing  principally  upon  the 
poorer  classes  and  disturbing  all  the  relations  of  exchange  and  of  civil  life, 
either  because  the  legal  tender  is  depreciated  in  exaggerated  disproportion, 
singularly  favoring  the  debtors,  or  because  it  rapidly  rises  in  value,  notably 
aegravating  the  burden  of  debts. 

It  has  been  said  that  one  of  the  most  iiiducntial  causes  in  the  fluctuation  of 
paper  money  is  a  want  of  contidence  in  the  inclinations  or  tendencies  of  the 
Government.  It  is,  therefore,  advisable  to  tirmly  assert  our  purpose  of  getting 
away  from  this  situation,  and  of  resolutely  advancing  toward  the  resumption  of 
specie  j’ayments. 

The  country  is  interested  in  solving  this  problem.  What  is  required  is  that 
the  liquidation  of  the  past  be  etfected  in  the  least  onerous  and  least  violent 
conditions,  reaching  the  point  of  equilibrium  without  sacrificing  precious  inter¬ 
ests  which  have  been  created  under  the  protection  of  a  legal  system.  The 
public  powers  should  examine  this  situation  and  lay  down  the  line  of  conduct 
in  accordance  with  prevailing  circumstances. 

The  nation  must  some  day  resume  specie  payment  or  return  to  conversion — 
this  latter  cannot  be  a  sudden  change  or  a  precipitous  solution.  It  is  advisable, 
then,  to  establish  a  term  within  which  to  carry  this  out,  or  to  determine  the  suc¬ 
cessive  periods  in  which  it  is  to  be  realized  gradually,  imitating  other  countries 
which,  under  like  circumstances,  gave  a  standard  of  conversion  on  a  sliding 
scale  until  they  entered  fully  into  metallic  circulation.  Great  Britain,  which 
suspended  conversion  for  fifty-two  days  and  suffered  the  effects  of  compulsory 
circulation  for  twenty-four  years,  adopted  that  strictly  equitable  method. 

Following  that  worthy  example,  we  could  give  the  necessary  time  for  all  cor¬ 
porate  interests  to  prepare  for  and  accommodate  themselves  to  the  new  situa¬ 
tion  which  would  thus  come  without  any  violent  shock  to  business.  No  one 
can  be  blind  to  the  grave  evils  of  the  present  uncertain  situation  ;  nor  can  there 
be  any  doubt  that  it  will  prolong  itself  indefinitely,  with  all  its  drawbacks, 
should  it  not  be  decided  to  put  a  stop  by  a  system  of  gradual  conversion  through 
the  designation  of  a  standard  to  be  based  on  actual  conditions  and  facts. 

'Fo  reach  this  result,  there  is  recommended,  among  other  measures,  the 
creation  of  a  strong  metallic  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  the  Nation.  No  better 
application  could  be  made  of  the  profits  of  this  bank,  susceptible  as  they  arc  of 
largely  increasing  themselves,  than  by  giving  greater  development  and  expan¬ 
sion  to  its  operations. 

We  would  thus  harmonize  all  interests,  seeking  bv  the  shortest  route  the 
reestablishment  of  a  normal  situation  with  sound  and  universal  money,  as  a 
basis,  at  the  same  time  quieting  the  justified  clamor  of  those  who  have  felt 
themselves  injured  through  the  fact  of  a  rapid  appreciation  of  the  circulating 
medium. 
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BOLIVIA. 

SURTAX  ON  IMPORTATIONS. 

By  a  law  enacted  on  January  23,  1899.  an  I'Lnglish  translation 
ot  which  has  been  turnislied  the  Bureau  ot  the  American  Repul>- 
lics  by  the  “International  Customs  journal,’’  a  surtax  ot  25  per 
cent  on  all  importations  has  been  established.  The  decree  reads 
as  follows: 

Art.  1.  On  and  after  this  date  a  surtax  of  25  percent  on  tlie  total  amount 
of  import  duties  shall  be  collected  in  ali  the  custom-houses  of  the  Republic. 

A  NFAV  COMMKRCIAI,  PORT. 

As  was  noted  in  the  May  Bulletin,  the  Re})ublic  of  Brazil 
recently  conceded  the  claims  of  Bolivia  to  a  district  which  had 
been  disputed  by  both  parties.  This  was  the  .Acre  district,  on  the 
river  of  the  same  name,  which  is  the  main  branch  of  the  Purus 
River  and  one  of  the  principal  tributaries  of  the  mighty  Amazon. 

d'he  first  act  of  the  Bolivian  Covernment  was  to  establish  a 
custom-house  at  Puerto  Alonso,  a  town  of  some  inijiortance  on 
the  Acre  River,  as  it  is  the  outlet  ot  a  district  rich  in  rubln  r. 

It  is  said  that  previous  to  the  settlement  of  this  dispute  the  only 
interior  port  whence  the  priulucts  ot  Bolivia  could  be  shipped 
was  that  of  \dlla  Bella,  on  the  Aladeira  River.  'Phis,  however, 
was  not  a  .'satisfactory  place  ot  shipment,  because  the  Madeira 
offers  many  obstructions  to  navigation ;  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Purus  and  Acre  Rivers  are  easily  navigated  iluring  the  high-water 
seasons. 


BRAZIL. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDEN  T  CAMPOS  SALEES 
AT  'THE  OPENINO  OF  CONGRESS. 

A  Reuter  press  dispatch  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  May  3,  stated 
that  the  Brazilian  Congress  was  openeil  on  that  date  and  was 
addressed  by  President  C.ami’os  .Sai.les.  In  his  remarks  the  Presi¬ 
dent  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  acts  of  tin*  Ciovernment  during 
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the  five  months  which  had  elapseil  since  he  hail  been  at  the  head 
ot  public  aft'airs  had  been  in  perteet  accord  with  his  inaugural 
manitesto. 

.After  alluding  to  the  absolute  tranipiillity  of  the  country,  the 
President  called  attention  to  the  firm  foothold  of  republican  insti¬ 
tutions  throughout  the  nation.  He  said  this  was  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  State  of  Minas  (leraes,  where  the  population, 
conservative  as  it  was,  had  received  him  with  acclamations  durin" 
his  recent  tour  of  the  State.  I'he  cheers  that  had  greeted  him  had 
been  more  enthusiastic  than  on  any  similar  occasion,  and  had  been 
addressed  not  only  to  him,  but  to  the  Republic  itself.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  would  therefore  be  in  disagreement  with  public  opinion 
if  it  did  not  pursue  the  policy  ot  toleration  which  would  rally  to 
it  the  entire  good  will  and  effort  ot  all  Prazilians  for  the  difficult, 
but  still  practicable,  task,  ot  the  economic  and  financial  regenera¬ 
tion  of  the  country.  In  regard  to  the  army  and  navy,  it  was  stated 
that  the  good  order  existing  both  at  home  and  abroad  would  per¬ 
mit  economy  in  the  military  service,  but  at  the  same  time  a  force 
adeipiate  to  cope  with  emergencies  should  be  maintained. 

file  President  declared  that  under  the  present  rc^hnc  the  presi¬ 
dential  and  legislative  powers  of  the  (  lovernment  had  their  origin 
in  the  same  electoral  source.  I'he  result  was  that  any  assertion  of 
supremacy  for  one  of  these  powers  over  the  other  would  produce 
absolutely  sterile  results  for  the  country,  and  it  was  necessary, 
therefore,  to  work  together  for  the  common  ginnl. 

Continuing,  the  President  said  that  Pra/il  should  follow  the 
principle  of  exporting  everything  that  could  be  produced  in  P>ra'/il 
under  better  conditions  than  in  other  countries,  and  of  importing 
everything  that  other  countries  could  jiroduce  better  than  Pra/il. 
He  advised  the  continuance  ot  strict  retrenchment  in  national  and 
State  art'airs,  because  no  new  taxes  could  be  Imposed.  1  le  asked 
for  the  revision  ot  the  pension  law,  and  the  creation  of  a  new  law 
dealing  with  stamj>  duties  which  had  been  appropriated  by  the 
separate  State.s.  1  le  also  advised  the  adojuion  of  certain  measures 
to  improve  the  collection  of  customs  and  other  dues,  d'he  address 
concluded  with  the  following  sentence  : 

Pcrscvcr.mce  ami  financial  economies  will  lead  the  Republic  to  the  certain 
conquest  of  the  supreme  financial  ideal,  w  hich  has  never  been  attained  hitherto — 
the  equilibrium  of  the  budget — without  the  aid  of  forced  issues  or  loans.

'I'he  rate 
established  tor  the  transj)ortation  ot  cotiee  is  40  cents,  and  5  per 
cent  primage,  per  bag  ot  60  kilograms  (132  [nmnds).  Continu¬ 
in'!,  Mr.  Seeoer  sa%s: 

Since  last  August  the  freights  have  been  raised  and  lowered,  and  raised  again 
to  suit  the  purposes  of  the  trust,  till  they  have  reached  their  present  level. 
Whether  they  will  remain  there  or  not,  depends  on  the  \  iew  taken  by  the  inan- 
aeer  of  the  trust,  as  to  the  ability  of  the  cotFee  trade  to  stand  another  raise. 
There  is  coli'ce  enough  here  for  all  the  steamers  belonging  to  the  trust,  and  lor 
the  few  American  vessels  that  venture  into  this  port;  but,  as  a  rule,  the  sailing 
vessels,  not  chartered  by  colfee  importers,  have  to  leave  for  the  United  States 
in  ballast,  and  independent  steamers  seem  to  have  been  effectually  blocked  out 
of  the  IJra/ilian  trade. 

The  trust  has  tin  agreement  with  the  coffee  shippers  here  to  pav  them  .t  rebate 
of  5  per  cent  at  the  end  oi  every  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  agreement  on 
all  freights  collected;  provided,  however,  that  this  rebtue  is  forfeited  in  case  the 
shippers  give  freight  to  any  vessel  not  belonging  to  the  trust  durinc  the  period 
stipulated.  'I'lirouith  this  iirrangement  the  trust  controls  the  regular  shippers 
and  .\merican  vossels  go  home  in  ballast. 

It  seems  that  these  conditions  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  leading 
merchants  ;ind  capitalists  in  the  United  States,  with  a  view  of  securing  adeipiate 
action  to  remov  e  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  American  enterprise  and  trade  in 
Brazil.

While  the  money  was  paid  here,  the  order  was  issued  fri>m  l.oiulon, 
upon  the  receipt  of  mail  advices  from  this  post-oflice,  and  then  sent  to  the 
receiver  in  the  L  nitcd  States.  ,'Fhere  is  no  bank  in  the  colony,  and  merchants 
disliked  to  sell  drafts  for  less  than  $15.  F.ven  by  registered  mail  it  was  diflicult 
to  remit,  for  United  States  bills  are  scarce;  but  now  the  safe  and  convenient 
system  of  direct  orders  has  been  adopted,  with  the  usual  charge  for  difl'erent 
amounts.

MINERAL  PRODUCTS  IN  ANTOFACiASTA  PR()\’INCE. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Greene,  L'nitcil  .St;irc.s  Consul  at  .Xntotagasta, 
recently  submitted  a  report  to  the  I  )(;partnient  ot  .State  ot  the 
L  nited  States  regarding  the  mineral  products  ot  the  Province  ot 
Antotagasta.  Accoriling  to  the  statistics  tor  1<S96.  which  are  the 
latest  available,  the  total  value,  in  laiited  .States  currency,  ot  the 
Chilean  mineral  products  exported  trom  the  port  ot  Antotagasta 
was  $4, ^48.y<S6.  d'he  Polivian  mineral  exports,  through  the 
same  port  (exclusive  ot'  the  value  ot  19.841  pounds  of  nuTcury, 
the  valuation  of  which  is  not  stated),  were  valmal  at  $4,836,0^/). 

d'he  province  ot  Antotagasta  is  composed  of  three  departments, 
viz:  .Antotagasta,  Taltal,  and  T(K'opilla,  tin;  first  nametl  being  the 
princifKil  one.  laich  ot  the  three  de[)artments  has  its  own  port, 
bearing  the;  same  name,  from  which  almost  all  the  products  are 
shipped.  Antotagasr.i  is  reported  as  wonilerfully  rich  in  gold, 
silver,  copper,  lead,  and  anhydrite,  d'he  gohl  is  found  in  well- 
defined  fissures  or  lodes.  The  great  tlrawback  to  gohl  mining  is 
the  scarcity  of  water,  which  has  to  be  conv<-yed  for  36  miles  by 
means  of  carts,  costing  on  an  averagi:  $8.74  per  ton.  fhe  yearly 
production  ot  gold  is  theretore  only  about  440.92  jiounds.  d'he 
tamous  mines  ot  Ciuanaco  are  situated  in  d'altal.  .Sonu-  ten  or 
fifteen  }'ears  ago  th(;se  mines  produced  enough  paying  ore  to 
keep  four  larg<;  establishments  (anployed,  but  the  production  has 
decreas(;d  for  various  reasons,  so  that  at  present  only  about  one- 
half  a  ton  is  the  yearly  output.  I'ocojiilla  jiroduces  but  a  small 
amount  of  gold. 

d  he  silver  produced  in  Antotagasta  in  on<‘  miiK;  alone  in  18^3, 
was  351,1  30  pounds  (230,000  kilograms),  but  now  from  the  ten 
principal  mines,  only  33,1  1  3  jxninds  (23,000  kilograms)  is  b«;ing 
produced  vearlv.  d  here  are  sonur  rich  silver  mines  in  I'altal, 
which  produce  an  aggregate  ot  about  30,000  pounds  (22,81^)0 
kilograms^  of  pure  silvar  p«T  year.  dAn-opilla  produces  no 
silver. 

Idle  production  of  copper  has  greatly  increased,  owing  to  the 
higher  quotations  for  j)ure  co{)[)er.  Ores  are  chiefly  green  car- 
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honatfs,  oxvfhloriilt-s.  and  silicart  s.  rlu  rr  l)t  in<^  very  lirrlr  sulphurir 
foppcr.  None  ot  rli«-  inintN  of  AiUotaj^asta  have  any  depth. 
I'he  tnll  protlncrion  i>  esfiinatctl  at  l  i.ooo  Tons  per  year,  ot  15 
[)rr  rent  i()j)per  or  l.(Soo  tons  tine.  riuT<-  is  a  pros|)»'(  r  ot  these 
mines  hein^  developt'd  soon.  In  I  altal  there  are  also  .several 
copper  mint  s  which  prtuhice  aI)our  4.000  ton^  a  )  t  ar  ot  hS  per 
cent  ore.  Near  the  port  ot  I  tH-opilla  several  cttpper  mines  havt 
been  workeil  to  a  depth  ot  ioo  tathom^.  I  here  are  also  rich 
copjier  mines  in  other  jntrtions  ot  the  1  )epartmi  nt.  The  total 
proilnct  ot  'I'ocopilla  is  tyooo  tons  a  \ear  ot  1  ^  jier  cent  ttrt .

'Taltal  the  \earlv  production  i>  about  t^o.ooo  tt)n'.  There  are 
extensive  tields  in  this  department.

TRADE  OF  PANAMA  AND  HOLI\  AR. 

( )t  tlic  exports  ot  tlie  I  )epurtnu-nt  ot  Panama.  Republic  ot 
Colombia,  the  L’niteil  States  t(K)k  8^  per  l  ent  in  1898.  as  against 
82  per  cent  in  1897,  ilespite  tlie  tact  that  war  between  the  Cniteil 
States  and  Spain  was  in  proj^ress  durinj;  jiart  ot  the  year.  But. 
notwithstanding  the  United  .States  is  such  a  liberal  buyer  trom 
Colombia,  the  latter  country  took  only  about  per  cent  ot  its 
imports  trom  the  United  .States  iluring  the  fiscal  year  named, 
riiis  is  a  tailing  off  trom  1897  ot  8  p<  r  cent,  ot  which  3  per  cent 
went  to  luigland  and  7  per  cent  to  (iermany.  and  seem  to  be 
mainly  attributable  to  luiropean  exporters  granting  buyers  nine 
months  (sometimes  twelve  months)  credit,  a  method  ot  doing 
business  which  is  not  countenanced  by  shipping  merchants  in  the 
United  .States. 

With  reference  to  this,  the  British  Consul  at  Panama,  in  a 
report  to  his  (jovernment  issuetl  in  .April,  1899.  as  No.  2289  ot 
the  “.Annual  .Series  ot  Diplomatic  anil  Consular  Reports”  ot 
(jreat  Britain,  says: 

This  advantage,  which  is  nutre  apparent  than  real,  has  frequently  a  contrarv 
effect  to  that  which  it  is  intended  to  produce,  and  is  seldom  sought  after  or 
expected  by  better-class  firms,  to  whom  interest  is  a  matter  of  consideration.  1 
have  been  at  pains  to  inquire  into  the  subject,  and  find  that  the  concensus 
of  opinion  is  that  six  months  at  the  outside  u  ample,  and  that  three  months  is 
usually  preferred. 

d'hc  continuous  advunce  in  exchange  and  the  dej)reciation  in 
the  value  ot  silver,  the  conseipient  increase  in  prices  tor  imported 
merchandise,  without  any  advance  in  the  prices  tor  liK-al  labor,  has 
had  a  demoralizing  ett'ect  on  the  trade  ot  the  country,  and  has 
caused  one  or  more  lengthy  strikes  at  the  leatling  ports  ot'  entry.

1898  was  $3,231,816.78,  I’nited  .States  currency.  'Phis  was

To  Panama  the  I’nited  .St:ites  exports  the  greater  proportion 
ot  boots,  .shoe.s,  sheetings,  earthenware,  tine  soaps,  printing  paper, 
anhydrous  ammoni;i,  bar  and  sheet  iron,  rope  and  twine,  ale  and 
Ix  er,  griK-eries  and  provisions,  hardware,  machinery,  and  kerosene. 
It  is  second  in  the  tiillowing:  Cottons,  chemical  proihict.s,  and 
ilrugs  and  pertiimery ;  third  in  linens  and  wines  and  sjiirits.  (ire;it 
Britain  sends  more  ot  the  tollowing  articles  than  any  other  coun¬ 
try:  Cottons,  linens.  wiM)lens.  crude  drugs,  and  cut  nails,  and  it 
sends  all  the  coal  imported  ;it  Panama.  In  trade  in  the  tollowing 
items  it  is  second:  Binits  and  sIums.  ale  and  beer,  and  griK'eries 
and  provisions.  (lermanv  sends  the  most  chemic;il  products,  wire 
nails,  cheap  hose,  and  ready-made  clothing,  b'rance  sends  all  the 
fine  chinawari*.  the  greater  p;irr  ot  the  drugs  and  pertumery.  wine 
and  spirits,  and  wearing  ;ipparel.  I  he  trade  with  China  is  alto¬ 
gether  in  silks.  Italy  and  I'rance  together  send  all  the  common 
telt  h;its.  Spain  .sends  all  the  cheap  grades  ot  shoes.  ( )t  the 
better  class  ot  tlH)twear  tor  men,  those  made  in  the  I’nited  .States 
are  “jireterred  on  ;iccount  ot  their  pretty  shape  and  the  sott  cloth¬ 
like  ajipearance  ot  their  uppers."  I  he  I’nited  States  and  .Sj)ain 
are  making  rapid  ;idvances  in  tlu-  tradi"  in  cottons,  their  prinlucts 
disphicing  those  ot  British  manutacture. 
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I  hr  liritish  Consul  says: 

W  ith  rctrard  to  the  I'nitcd  Statc>  cotton  prints  trade,  wliich  now  is  rather 
more  than  one-third  of  and  second  only  to  Briti-.h  trade,  except  in  a  tew  instance-- 
the  American  fabric  is  slightly  dearer  than  the  British  article,  but  anv  excess  in 
this  direction  is  ample  compcn'ated  tor  by  the  uni|uestionably  better  grade  ot 
material,  tlie  advantage  of  greater  width,  ab-cnce  ot  stirtening,  and  permanence 
of  d\e.  One  thing,  however,  which  ratlicr  militates  against  the  States’  prints 
is  that  the  varietv  of  patterns  in  each  ca^e  or  b.ile  i-.  extremelv  restricted. 
Thev  (the  exporters)  ha\e  of  late  much  improved  their  method  of  packing  for 
export,  and  small,  handv  bales  are  more  common  tlian  heretofore.

'The  cultivation  ot  cotfec  in  Santa  Marta,  on  the  >10110  ot' the  Sierra  Nevada, 
which  was  commenced  about  two  years  ago,  is  being  pu-hed  with  much  activitv. 
The  planters  are  principally  British  and  American  subjects  and  thev  express 
themselves  highlv  satisfied  with  the  look  ot"  the  vounit  trees.  Notwithstanding 
the  present  extremely  low  price  ot  cotFce,  the  planters  are  well  satisfied  with 
the  general  prospects  of  the  business,  owing  to  the  exceptional  situation  of  the 
plantations  which  will  enable  the  owners  to  transport  their  products  to  this 
port  at  a  cost  of  about  jQi  (^4.85!  per  ton,  as  compared  with  ^14  (!*>^)7.84) 
per  ton,  the  quality  being  equally  good,  tront  the  other  coffee  regions  of  the 
country.  Ciood  lands  in  a  healthv  region,  at  an  altitude  of  from  3,000  to  4,000 
feet,  are  still  obtainable  for  prices  ranuing  from  to  10  shillings  (.Si. 94  to 
S2.42)  per  acre. 

riic  production  ot  bananas  is  continually  on  tlu;  increase,  and 
the  methods  ot  cultivatitm  are  being  improved,  as  the  business  is 
remunerative  when  properly  managed.

In  response  to  inquiries  from  a  Massachusetts  tirin.  Mr.  W. 
Irvin  Shaw.  I’nited  States  Consul  at  Barrampiilla.  untler  date  of 
March  i.  1844,  transmitted  to  the  I  )epartment  of  .State  a  report 
on  the  trade  in  shoes  and  leather  in  the  ilistrict  which  he  repre¬ 
sents.  The  report  in  full  is  printed  in  the  Consular  Reports  for 
June  7. 

Mr.  .Shaw  says  there  are  ten  .shoe  factories  in  Harranquilla, 
employing  84  workmen,  whose  weekly  outj)ut  is  from  to  240 
pairs,  or  612  j)airs  tor  all.  each  week.  I'lie  men  are  paid  bv  the 
piece,  receiving  1.70  pest)s  for  shoes  with  nailed  soles  and  2  pesos 
per  pair  tor  .sewetl  sole.s.  d'here  are  2  7  toot-power  .sewing  machines 
in  use  on  which  the  uppers  are  made,  and  a  tew  hand  machines  tor 
pertbrating  anti  eyelet  work.  All  other  work  is  done  by  hand. 
One  manufacturer  makes  all  the  leather,  both  sole  and  upper,  used 
in  his  factory.  In  the  other  tactories  mo.st  ot  the  upper  leather 
anti  all  t)f  the  tither  materials  are  imptirtetl.  d  he  upper  leather 
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conics  tVoin  I'nincc.  C'lcnnany.  Italy,  ami  the  I'nitcil  .States; 
thread  from  h' ranee.  Kn^lanil.  the  I’nitetl  Stans,  anil  Italy;  fin¬ 
ished  upjiers  t'roni  the  first-named  country.  I  he  lasts  come  prin- 
cipallv  trom  h'rance.  thoiijj;!!  some  are  imported  from  the  I’nited 
States.  1‘di^land.  (  lermany.  and  Italy.  .Ml  ot  the  sewinj;  machines 
and  most  ot  the  tinils  and  small  hand  machines  come  trom  the 
I’nited  .States.  I'lie  elastic  cloth  is  principally  trom  I 'ranee  and 
(  lermany.  Mngland  and  the  I'niti  d  .States  supplying  small  ipianti- 
ties.  d'he  copper  and  iron  nails  are  principally  trom  I'rance.  but 
some  are  imported  trom  the  I’nited  States.  Huttons  come  prin¬ 
cipally  trom  h' ranee,  thouj^h  some  are  trom  ( lermany  and  Italy. 
Most  ot  the  tape  comes  trom  I'rance.  several  ot  the  manutiicturers 
haviiifi  their  names  woven  thereon.  Wooden  pejis  are  not  used. 

( )ne  tactorv  uses  some  imported  ready-made  uppers,  which  come 
trom  Italy. 

Many  styles  ot  s1uh-s  ot  black,  russet,  and  patent  leather,  in 
lace,  button,  and  oxtord  ties,  tiir  men.  women,  and  children,  are 
now  manutactured.  Cloth  and  kid  tops,  jnitent-leather  toxed  and 
tipped,  patent-leather  dancing  pumps,  and  white  canvas  shoes  are 
maile.  Narrow  s1mh-s  are  popular,  and  those  with  tips  are  pre- 
terred.  Fhe  prices  range  in  men's  black  sIkk's  trom  9  to  1  2  pesos 
($2.61  to  $^.48)  per  pair.  Men's  russets  cost  trom  8  to  n  pesos 
($2.^2  to  patent  leather,  sewed  soles,  trom  10  to  14 

pesos  (;j^2.90  to  $4.06),  with  nailed  soles,  trom  6  to  8  pesos  (^$1.J4 
to  $2.^2)  per  pair.  Women’s  sewed  soles  range  trom  J  to  i)  pesos 
($2.0^  to  $2.61  )  per  pair,  nailed  soles  trom  ()  to  8  pesos  ($1.74 
to  $2.32);  women's  slippers  trom  ^  to  6  pesos  ($1.16  to  $1.74). 
Many  French,  Cierman.  .Austrian,  Italian,  and  Spanish  shoes  are 
sold.  h'nglish  shoes  imported  are  principally  tor  the  interior, 
riiese  sell  at  about  the  same  prices  as  those  made  in  Colombia. 
.SluKS  trom  the  L’nited  .States  are  somewhat  higher  in  price. 

Shoes  are  in  Class  14  ot  the  tarifi',  and  pay  a  duty  ot  one  [)eso 
per  kilogram  (2.2046  pounds)  plus  50  per  cent  plus  2,  per  cent 
(54.^  cents^.  I'hese  duties  are  levied  on  the  gross  weight  ot  the 
package,  and  are  payable  in  Colombian  currency  at  its  tace  value. 
The  high  duty  is  an  encouragement  to  the  home  industry. 

The  figures  and  data  given  relate  to  the  better  class  ot  shoes 
and  slippers.  .Articles  ot  tinnwear  worn  by  the  greater  {)ropor-

velveteen,  some  ot  th<-m  havin'^  h-ather  toe  pieces.  These  are  maile 
princij>allv  b\  the  women,  and  are  sold  in  all  the  small  shops  and 
on  the  streets  at  trom  ;  to  i  2  reals  (14.9  to  cents,  gold)  per 

pair.  I'he  alpargatas  have  woven-hem|>  soles  with  cotton  or 
wool  toe  aiul  he<‘l  piec-es.  ami  an*  maile  principall)  in  the  interior, 
costing  40  to  So  centavos  (  1  i.b  to  2^.2  cents,  gohl)  per  pair. 

Most  ot  th«*  sole  leather  is  manutiictured  in  Harrancpiilla. 
I'rom  two  ot  the  five  tanneries  in  the  cit\  there  is  turneil  out 
about  4. >00  siiles  per  month,  in  addition  to  a  tew  goat  ami  ealt 
skins.  Three,  however,  ilo  not  run  n*gularlv,  and  their  output  is 
uncertain.  The  ilivi-ilivi  berr\  ami  bark  ot  the  mangrove  tree, 
which  are  grouml  and  treated  in  somewhat  the  same  manner  as 
the  barks  used  in  the  I’nited  .States,  are  used  tor  tanning  pur¬ 
poses.

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I'his  is  ;ilso  accfssiblv  UH'atcii.  ami,  it  as  rich  as  rc{H)rtcil.  will  yield 
millions  to  those  who  secure  the  ctMicession  to  wr>rk  it.

PORI'  Dl'KS  OF  FHK  RKPI  BLIC. 

Dr.  Limantocr.  the  Minister  ot  I'inance  ot  the  Me.xican 
Republic,  has  .sent  to  all  Me.xican  Ct)nsuls,  tor  their  (  government 
and  tor  the  intormation  ot  all  e.xporter.s,  the  tbllowing  circular, 
which  explains  itselt : 

The  President  of  the  Republic  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  you  endeavor, 
bv  all  means  in  your  power,  to  bring  to  the  knowledge  of  shippers  of  merchan¬ 
dise  to  our  country  the  fact  that  the  Ciovernment  has  learned  that  some  naviga¬ 
tion  companies  commit  the  abuse  t)t  charging  them  for  liehterage  or  moorage 
dues  for  loading  and  unloading,  as  well  as  other  charges,  expenses,  and  liscal 
dues  which  are  not  legal  (but  are  imposed  by  the  navigation  companies  them- 
sclvc',  to  the  detriment  of  shippers  or  receivers),  or,  even  when  they  are  legally 
collectible,  are  much  less  than  the  amounts  charged  by  the  companies. 

In  consequence  the  President  has  decided  that,  by  means  of  notices  to  be 
circulated  by  the  consulate  of  which  you  are  in  charge,  and  to  be  conspicuouslv 
posted  in  the  consular  offices  for  the  benefit  of  shippers  and  of  companies  that 
are  not  guilty  of  the  abuse  referred  to,  you  give  publicity  to  these  facts,  so  that 
navigation  companies  may  be  required  at  least  to  prove  the  authenticity  of  the 
charges  they  make  on  account  ot  port  dues. 

The  bills  in  question  should  state  that  the  only  fiscal  port  due  payable  by 
merchandise  upon  its  importation,  and  which  acetuding  to  law  the  custom-house 
should  collect  from  importers  and  not  from  ships,  is  due  from  loading  and 
unloading,  which  is  applicable  for  the  present  only  in  the  port  of  \'era  Cru/, 
at  the  r.ite  of  $l  silver  per  ton  of  1,000  kilos  of  gross  weight  of  merchandise, 
with  the  exceptiim  of  the  goods  specified  in  circulars  ;  and  Sj  of  |ulv  2.'^  and 
September  30,  ifiqS,  and  which  only  pay  50  cents  per  ton  of  their  weight. 

'I’hose  cargoes  which  are  liable  to  the  due  mentioned,  and  which  are  unloaded 
wholly  by  means  of  lighters,  or  which  are  transferred  from  one  ship  to  another, 
when  both  vessels  are  anchored  in  the  port  of  \  era  Cru/,  and  the  transshipped 
cargoes  arc  destined  for  other  ports,  are  only  subject  to  one-half  of  the  amounts 
above  mentioned. 

.All  i>ther  port  dues  upon  the  traffic  of  the  high  seas  .ire  chargeable  on  the 
ships,  not  upon  their  cargoes. 

It  is  also  to  be  observed  that,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  country,  no  fiscal 
d-.ie  is  payable  in  gold,  but  in  silver ;  and  that  those  charges  are  also  pavable  in 
silver  which  some  companies  are  empowered  by  the  Ciovernment  to  collect  in 
the  ports,  as,  for  example,  the  so-called  bar  due,  collected  by  the  'Fampico 
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Harbor  Improvement  Company  ;  the  charges  tor  nnloai.ling  merc'naiui’i>e  on

other  hand,  in  close  |)roximity  to  the  coai>t.  the  climate  is  both  hot 
and  humid,  no  irri<j;ation  is  necessary,  the  cane  );rows  rapiillv.  is 
ripe  tor  cutting  in  h‘Ss  than  one  \ear.  atid  diiriiij;  perioils  ran^in^ 
trom  ei);ht  to  titteen  years  vigorous  sprouts  can  be  obtained  trom 
the  ori{;inal  planting.  I  Ik  si;  are  the  regions  in  whii  h  the  su^ar 
industry  is  practicable  and  to  which  the  attiaition  ot  planters  is 
lieinj;  drawn. 

In  the  relatively  hi);h  altitudes,  where  the  great  bulk  ot  the 
cane  is  now  grown,  wimhI  and  other  fuel  is  .scarce,  ot  poor  tpiality. 
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and  expensive.  In  tact,  the  planter  is  practically  limited  to 
“ ba{2a/o.‘’  the  remnants  ot'  the  cane. after  jirindin*;.  t<)r  tuel.  More¬ 
over,  the  cane  is  very  hard,  ami  the  percentage  ot'  saccharine 
matter  is  small. 

On  the  coast,  tuel  is  ahuinlant.  and  its  cost  is  not  detrinuaital 
to  the  employment  ot  the  most  perfect  prtK'esses  tor  the  extraction 
ot  the  juice  ot  the  cane.  I'lie  climate  renders  the  cane  v»tv  soft, 
and  hy  vising  tlu‘  tliffusion  system  it  will  yiehl  t'rtuii  1  2  to  1  ^  per 
cent  ot  supir:  while  only  a  p>od  system  ot  j^rindin^  is  used,  the 
yiehl  is  fully  10  per  cent,  the  average  of  the  .\ntilles.

In  a  recently  puhlishetl  report.  Mr.  joiit  X.  Rcffin.  I  nited 
States  Consul  at  Asuncion,  writes  regarding  colonization  in  Para¬ 
guay,  as  a  result  of  many  impiirit  s  received  hv  him  in  regaril  to 
the  orters  ot  land  to  immigrants  hy  the  Ciovernment.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  his  own  observations,  Mr.  Rcffin  incloses  copies  ot' 
letters  receiveil  by  him  from  .Seiior  Cari.os  .Santos,  chief  of  the 
Paraguayan  Immigration  Bureau. 

In-these  communications  Seiior  .Santos  says: 

Bclicvine  that  the  tiiture  advancement  i)t'  the  cmintry  depends  in  great  part 
upon  the  development  ot'  agriculture,  the  Ciovernment  has  tried  in  every  wav 
in  its  power  to  tavor  immigration  and  to  create  centers  ot"  production  with 
practical  and  industrial  elements. 

lie  turtluT  stated  that  there  are  tracts  of'  land  ot  considerable 
size  on  the  River  Paraguay,  in  the  northern  part  ttf'the  Republic, 
excellent  tor  agricultural  ami  grazitig  purposes.  'I'hese  lamls  have 
the  advantage  of  transportation  tl>r  products  ilown  the  Paraguav 
ami  Plate  rivers.  ( )t  two  recently  establishetl  Italian  colonies, 
one  of  20  ami  the  other  of  <S  sijuare  leagues,  in  \'illa  ilel  Rosario 
and  in  .San  Pedro,  he  says  the  (  lovernment  imposeil  as  a  comli- 
tion  that  families  should  settle  in  each  league.  I'he  coh)nists 
received  tree  passage  from  Monteviileo  or  Buenos  .Vyres;  e\em{>- 
tion  from  taxes  tor  ten  years;  tree  entry  tor  their  personal  baggage, 
furniture,  domestic  utiTisils,  se<-ds,  iron,  t(H)ls,  anil  agricvdtural 
I’.ull.  No.  IL' - 3 
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machinery  and  expenses  tor  embarking  anti  reembarking;  main¬ 
tenance  (board  and  Uxiging)  tor  five  days,  anti  transportation  to 
the  phice  ot  permanent  residence,  d'he  same  conditions  can  be 
obtaineil  by  any  colonizing  enterprise,  .\gain.  he  explains  that 
“titles  ot  property  ;ua'ording  to  a  recent  law.  can  be  obtaineil  in 
two  years,  without  cost." 

.\s  to  land  sold  in  the  colonies  ot  the  State,  the  price  is  $1 
(about  14  cents  United  .States  currency)  jier  7.600  meters,  it  in 
cash,  or  $2  it  in  ten  annual  payments.  It  the  (lovernment 
grants  a  concession  to  anv  individual,  he  mu>t  agree  with  the 
(lOvernment  upon  the  jirice  at  which  he  would  sell  the  hind  to 
the  colonists.  .\  statement  giving  the  jirice  ot  the  land  in  the 
dirt'erent  1  )epartmenrs  shows  that  the  cost  varies  trom  $180  gold 
to  $2^.000  gold  per  sipiare  league.  Fhe  average  is  $1,629. 
Only  colonies  tounded  b\  the  (  lOvernment  are  entitled  to  pecuni¬ 
ary  aid.  .\  house  containing  two  rooms.  1  ^  by  1  ^  tier  e;ich. 
would  cost,  according  to  .Mr.  .Santos,  trom  $120  to  $170  paj)er 
($17  to  $2^  gold)  and  last  six  or  seven  years.  I'lie  number  ot 
persons  allowed  to  settle  on  a  le;igue  (»t  hind  is  regulated  by  the 
( lOvernment.  .Spanish  is  the  official  language  ot  the  countrv  .  but 
Mr.  .Santos  and  also  .Sefior  Don  Josi'  .S.  1)ecocni).  Minister  ot 
l-'oreign  .Xfi'airs.  sj>eak  ;ind  write  IMiglish.  I'lieir  address  is

.Speaking  ot  the  products  ot  the  country.  Mr.  Kceein  savs 
agriculture,  on  a  large  scale,  would  ipiickly  rep;iy  investments, 
l  omatoes  and  potatoes  would  find  a  profitable  marker  in  the 
.Argentine  Republic  and  I'rugua}.  d'obacco  produces  well; 
cotton  is  raised  tor  home  consumption:  two  crops  ot  corn  may 
be  grown  each  year,  but  the  second  crop  is  not  generally  satistac- 
torv  (the  mills  do  not  grind  corn — the  natives  grind  tor  themselves 
by  crude  methods);  mandioc;i  (a  description  ot  which  w:is  |)ub- 
lished  in  the  liLT.i.KTis  tor  ( )ctober,  lS()8.  jiage  610)  is  called 
the  bread  ot  the  lhiragu;i\ an,  and  is  easily  cultiv;ited;  sugar  cane 
grows  t^vervwhere :  peanuts,  pease,  and  beans  do  well;  oranges 
are  plentitul  (see  Hi  i.i.etin  tor  November.  1898.  page  808),  and 
rice  grows  in  limited  (Quantities.  Other  phmts  might  do  well,  but 
no  experiments  have  been  made. 

The  experience  ot  Mr.  I.  Wavri  nk,  ;in  immigrant  trom  the 
United  .States,  was  published  in  the  .Monthiv  Hit.i.etin  tor 
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Decembtr.  loio.  aiul  in  a  rcccnr  communication 

trom  him  he  reiterates  his  expressions  ot'  satisfaction  with  his 
new  home.

Writing;  from  Lima,  umler  tlat<-  of  May  1  1.  Hon.  Irving 

B.  I)iT)i.Kv.  Lnifed  .States  Minist«r  to  Peru,  transmits  to  the 
Department  of  State  of’  the  Uniteil  .States  a  translation  of  a 
.Supreme  1  )ecn-e  of  the  Peruvian  ("lOvernment,  under  which  bids 
are  invit<  cl  for  the  i-onstruction  «)f  a  railroaii  from  ( )rova.  the 
present  terminus  of  the  Central  Railroaii  of  Peru  (  I  ransandean 
line),  to  Cerro  de  Pasco,  a  distance  of"  about  (k)  miles  to  the 
north.  Mr.  Dudley  adds  that  Cerro  de  Pasco  owes  its  existence 
to  the  celebrated  silver  mines  in  the  vicinity,  lon^  the  most  pro¬ 
ductive  in  the  world,  and  still  verv  rich. 

Recent  important  discoveries  of  copper  dej>osits  in  that  region, 
coincident  with  the  notable  rise  in  the  price  of'  copper,  have 
undoubtedly  .stimulated  the  project  of  securing  better  and  chea|n*r 
transportation  bv  means  of  an  all-rail  communication  from  Cerro 
lie  Pasco  to  the  port  of  Callao. 

ri»e  translation  inclosed  is  from  "LI  Comercio"  of'  Mav  6. 
.Xccordiii}^  to  this,  the  supreme  decree  authorizing  the  construc¬ 
tion  of'  the  road.  l>ears  d.ite  .Ma)  ^  l(Si)ij.  and  reads  as  fi)llows: 

hcrcas  the  two  proposals  sent  in  ftir  the  huihling  of  a  r.iilro.ul  to  ci>nncet 
the  droya  and  the  Cerr«)  dc  I’aseo  ha\e  been  read,  and  eonsiderini;  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  work  proposed,  tlie  concession  which  shouhl  he  made  to  the  person 
or  companv  orf'ering  the  best  guaranties  and  accepting  the  conditions  li.ved  bv 
the  tiovernment,  within  the  limits  according  to  the  l.iw  of  November  i), 

It  IS  n'soli  i'J,  'That  sealed  proposals  for  the  building  and  working  of  the  s.iid 
railroad  be  solicited  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  the  contract  for  which  to 
be  subject  to  the  stipulations  contained  in  the  following  clauses;

(c)  .\  complete  and  detinite  study  ot  the  work  to  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  prescriptions  ot  the  Public  W  orks  retrulation>,  to  be  presented  tor 
examination  and  approval  to  the  (rt)vernment,  at  latest  within  twelve  months 
tVom  the  date  ot'  signing  the  contract,  it  being  understood  that  within  'ixtv 
davs  trom  the  said  date  {'roots  must  be  torthcomiiiL'  i>t  the  saiil  surt  evs  havintj 
been  begun. 

(  /  )  'I’he  works  ot'  construction  and  road  buildintr  shall  be  bektun  w  ithin  a 
term  not  exceeding  six  months  trom  the  date  on  which  the  Ciovernment  a{'|'rovcs 
the  survevs,  it  beintr  understood  that  the  amount  ot'  work  to  be  executed  shall 
not  be  less  than  one-third  ot'  the  whole  for  each  year,  so  that  tlie  railroad  be 
detinitelv  finished  in  three  vears  from  the  beeinifiiiL'  of  the  work. 

(>')  For  each  month’s  delay  in  the  sending  in  of  the  surveys,  the  beginning 
of  the  work  and  the  definite  finishing  ot  the  same,  .i  fine  of  ^^loo  will  be  the 
contractor’s  liability.  It,  atter  the  imposing  ot  three  of  the  said  fine^,  the  sur¬ 
veys  (estimates)  ot  the  work  be  not  torthcoming,  or  the  work  be  not  formally 
begun,  the  (ioyernment  will  be  entitled  to  declare  the  forfeiture  of  the  con¬ 
tract,  with  the  loss  to  the  contractor,  aiul  in  favor  of  the  National  ’I'reasurv, 
of  his  deposit  which  is  treated  ot  in  the  following  article. 

(//)  F.ach  estimate  to  be  accompanied  bv  a  certificate  of  having  deposited  at 
the  National  Treasurt  the  sum  ot  {oo,ooo  sols  in  the  Internal  Debt  bomls, 
w  hicli  deposit  will  be  returned  t('  those  whosd  estimates  be  not  acceptevl,  the 
only  deposit  retained  being  that  of  the  favored  contractor,  as  a  guarantee  for 
the  fulfillment  ot  his  engagement,  but  will  be  returned  to  him  as  soon  as  he  has 
com{'leted  20  kilometers  ot  the  road. 

(/)  If  the  grAntee  tailto  sign  the  corresponding  contract  within  ten  davs  frtim 
the  date  of  its  approval,  the  same  will  be  null  and  \  oid,  and  the  deposit  sjsoken 
of  in  the  {'receding  article  will  be  forfeited  in  tavor  of  the  Treasury. 

(  j  )  The  working  of  the  railroad  will  be  subject  to  the  general  regulations 
already  established. 

(/•)  In  fortuitious  vases,  which,  in  the  judgment  ot  the  Ciox  eminent,  are 
clearly  t:oved,  the  term  limits  spoken  of  in  the  foregoing  articles  will  not  a{'{slv. 

2.  Tl'.e  grantee  will  enjov  the  tollowing  rights; 

(a)  The  {'ropertv  iiJ  ot  the  railroad,  its  material,  stations,  and 

de{'emlencies. 

(/')  The  {'rivilege  of  working  the  same  during  a  term  to  be  fixed,  which  in 
no  case  shall  exceed  twenty-five  years. 

(()  'I'he  gratuitous  use  of  such  lands  as  are  reijuired  tor  the  establishment  ot 
the  line,  its  factories,  stations,  and  other  dependencies  whenever  the  said  lands 
can  be  fullv  dis{'osed  of  bv  the  (iovernment  and  do  not  cimstitute  public  roads. 

(</')  Ciovernment  aid  in  the  expropriation  of  such  {'rivate  pro{'erty  as  may  be 
rcipiired  for  the  use  of  the  line,  the  expro{'riation  to  be  effected  for  the  ticcount 
of  the  grantee. 

('  )  The  freedom  from  im('ort  iluties  ot  road  materials  and  rolling  stock  dur¬ 
ing  the  term  granted  lor  the  conclusion  ot  the  works. 
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(  /  )  'I'hc  prcterciice  lor  the  extension  t)f  the  line  and  the  building  of  branches. 
'I'his  rieht  to  be  exercised  within  four  months  from  the  notification  by  the  State 
of  its  im  itation  to  build. 

(.J,’)  ith  the  authorization  of  tlie  Ciovernment,  the  ditFercnt  sections  of  the 
road  mav  be  opened  to  the  public  as  each  is  succe^ssively  completed. 

(//)  Fares  and  freights  to  be  charged  for  in  national  metallic  coin  and  subject 
to  the  maximum  of  the  following  tarift": 

Freights:  F’or  every  1,000  kilograms  per  kilometer,  first  class,  20  cents; 
second  class,  iS  cents;  third  class,  1^  cents. 

Fares:  I*er  kilometer,  first  class,  5  cents;  second  class,  4  cents.  Classifica¬ 
tion  of  the  various  varieties  of  merchandise  will  be  opportunely  fixed  by  atrree- 
ment  between  the  Ciovernment  and  the  grantee;  however,  with  the  proviso 
that  all  ores  not  reduced  to  metal  shall,  in  so  tar  as  the  freight  is  concerned,  be 
considered  as  belomrinir  to  the  third  class,  irrespective  of  their  grade.

ot  millions  ot  sols  ($868,000)  more  a  year  in  the  total  value  ot' 
those  exports." 

d  he  editorial  cites  certain  luiropean  journals  as  authority  tor 
the  statement  that  ••the  great  silver  producers  in  the  west  ot  the 
I  nited  States,  by  agreement  with  the  owners  ot  the  principal 
reduction  works,  have  tormed  a  trust  tor  the  purpose  ot  exercising 
a  certain  control  over  the  price  ot  silver  and  converting  New  York 
into  the  principal  market  tor  the  [lurchase  and  sale  ot  this  metal. 
*  *  *  To  this  trust  is  attributed  the  purpose  ot  advancing  the 

price  ot'  silver  1  ^  percent.  a{>proximately :  that  is,  to  raise  it  trom 
27',  to  ^2  pence.  At  this  price  the  intrinsic  value  in  gold  ot'  our 
silver  sol  woidd  be  24  pence,  which  would  consolidate  in  a  most 
satistactorv  manner  our  present  monetarv  and  at  the  same 

time  relieve  the  silver  mining  industry  ot  the  loss  it  now  ex[u*ri- 
ences  upon  making  sales  ot  bullion  through  the  difference  between 
the  metal  and  the  monev  value  ot  the  silver. 

I  he  article  next  discusses  the  subject  ot  the  sugar  industry  as 
affected  bv  the  last  I'nited  States  tariff  enactment  providing  tor 
an  additional  dutv  on  sugar  coming  trom  countries  granting  pre¬ 
miums  on  ex[H)rtations.  ••a  duty  which,  because  ot  its  amount 
always  eipialing  that  ot'  the  premium  paid,  is  called  by  the  luiglish 
countervailing."  It  goes  on  to  sav  that  this  provision  has  brought 
about  the  expected  residt.  ••  and  in  tact  has  closed  the  doors  to 
importations  ot  beet  sugar  into  the  United  States,  since  the  sugar 
exporters  ot  C'lermany.  I'rance.  and  .Austria,  being  obliged  to 
return,  in  the  torm  ot  an  additional  dutv,  the  premiums  received, 
have  ceased  going  to  the  .American  markets,  anil  cane  sugar,  not 
burdeneil  by  an  additional  duty,  has  come  to  take  the  place  ot 
such  im{)ortations." 

This  teature,  according  to  the  article,  has  caused  the  current  ot 
sugar  exportations  trom  Peru  to  change  direction  trom  Europe  to 
New  A'ork,  where  “the  small  shipments  made  during  last  year 
have  enabled  the  rehners  ot  the  United  States  to  appreciate  the 
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quality  ot  (»ur  sugars:  and  being  practically  convinced  ot  their 
excellence,  they  now  pay  higher  jirices  tor  I’eruvian  grades  than 
tl)r  those  trtini  other  parts. 

••Our  sugar  obtaining  in  Xew  York  i  shilling  more  than  in 
Liverp(K)l.  it  can  not  surprise  us  that  nearly  the  whole  prothiced 
in  recent  months  should  have  gone  to  the  first-named  port,  nor 
that  the  greater  part  ot  the  sugar  to  be  protluced  up  to  July  next 
has  been  purchased  tor  the  same  ilestination.” 

d'he  inriuence  which  this  change  must  exercise  over  the  tbreign 
comnu-rce  can  not  tail  to  be  considerable,  ••ami  surely  will  greatly 
tacilitate  the  exc  hange  ot  some  ot’  our  other  products  tor  the 
manutactures  ot  the  Ignited  .States." 

••I'd  Comercio"  closes  its  editorial  as  tollows: 

This  is  a  natural  evolution,  the  proper  result  of  the  respective  geographical 
situations  of  the  two  countries  aiul  of  the  general  expansion  of  the  commercial 
ami  political  interests  of  the  American  Republics ;  and  to  the  full  reali/ation  of 
this  idea  the  efforts  of  the  state'inen,  the  wealth  of  the  capitalists,  and  the  energy 
of  the  promoters  of  the  great  Republic  of  the  North  will  contribute. 

The  construction  of  a  canal  to  unite  tlie  Atlantic  and  the  Pacilic,  a  work 
which  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  place  in  di>ubt,  and  the  establishment  of  a  great 
international  bank  with  branches  in  all  tlie  capitals  of  the  American  Republics — 
a  project  which  has  merited  the  approval  of  one  of  the  branches  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  power  of  the  L'nited  States* — will  give  great  impulse  to  the  trade  between 
all  the  nations  of  this  hemisphere.  lJut  what  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  the 
greatest  development  of  Pan-American  commerce  will  be  the  construction  of 
the  Central  Railway  which,  crossing  the  three  Americas  from  north  to  south,  will 
end  bv  uniting  New  York  and  Buenos  Aires. 

The  immensity  of  this  work  predisposes  the  mind  to  presume  it  Utopian; 
but  when  it  is  considered  that  ot  the  10,228  miles  separatine  the  metropolis  of 
the  North  from  that  of  the  South  4,7^*-  arc  constructed  and  the  building  of 
the  remaining  5,456  only  requires  an  outlay  of  .Si “4,000,000,  of  which  more 
than  Si 00,000,000  would  be  spent  in  the  United  States  itself  in  the  purchase 
of  rails,  rolling  stock,  bridges,  etc.,  a  work  which  already  has  its  principal 
branches  constructed,  no  longer  seems  so  impossible  of  realization.  These 
branches  would  be  the  lines  from  Oroya  to  Callao,  from  Puno  to  Mollendo, 
troin  Oruro  to  .Antofagasta,  from  Rosario  to  Mendoza,  and  thence  to  Santiago 
and  \  alparaiso,  not  to  mention  the  Mexican  railwavs. 

.A  few  years  back  the  construction  of  a  railroad  through  the  .African  conti¬ 
nent,  beginninc  at  Cairo  and  terminating  at  Cape  Town,  seemed  even  less 
feasible;  nevertheless,  it  is  now  no  longer  possible  to  doubt  that  in  a  relatively 
short  time  that  road  will  be  established. 

The  existence  of  the  great  railroad  of  our  continent,  destined  to  join  all  the 

*Tfie  tiill  was  discussed,  but  did  luil  pass  eillier  Mouse  of  Congress. 
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Latin-Anierican  Republic?  to  each  other,  will  constitute  their  principal  element 
of  prosperity  and  cohesion,  and  at  the  same  time  will  convert  New  York  into 
the  commercial  and  financial  head  and  center  of  all  this  extensive  and  rich 
hemisphere.  Her  power  and  preponderance  would  reach  such  a  degree  that  in 
the  coming  centurv  we  would  see  New  York  disputing  with  London  the  pre¬ 
eminence  which,  without  a  trace  of  rivalry,  it  has  retained  in  the  business 
world  and  especially  in  the  financial  world  during  the  whole  century  which  is 
so  soon  to  terminate. 

rnK  rR.\DR  of  lorrros. 

The  estahlishnient  ot  rejjjular  lines  ot'  ocean  .steaiuships  direct 
troin  luiropean  ports  to  the  city  ot  Itjuitos,  which  is  sitiiateil  on 
the  north  hank  ot  the  Amazon  River,  2.100  miles  above  its  delta, 
has  jxreatlv  aroused  the  commercial  activities  ot  that  section  ot 
South  America.  I'he  C'ieo>j;raphical  anti  .Statistical  .Syno[)sis  ot 
Peru  ('‘.Sinopsis  Cicografica  y  llstadistica  tlel  Peru”  ).  published  at 
Lima  in  the  present  year,  shows  a  notable  increase  in  the  com¬ 
merce  ot  the  j)ort  ot  l(piitt)s.  riie  e.xports  ami  imports  haviii}; 
risen  trom  l.7t^4.2  ^<S.20  sols"’^  in  hSt^i  to  4.7^2.^28.72  sols  in 
1897.  or  over  200  per  cent,  while  the  ct)mmeria;  ot  tin-  entirt 
Rcj)ublic  incrcaseil  tlurin^  the  same  period  21429  jier  cent. 

I'he  “British  P)oartl  ot  I'ratle  Journal”  tt)r  May  ^ives  e.xtracts 
trom  the  report  ot  tlu;  British  consular  olhcer  at  b^uitos  on  the 
traile  at  that-  port,  which  has  recently  become  the  ca[)ital  ot  the 
1  )epartment  ot  Loreto.  'I'he  Consul  states  that  Ljuitos  has  been 
rapidly  pushin<jj  torwaril.  and  that  tin;  «-stablishment  ot  direct 
communication  by  means  ot  two  lines  ot  steamers  startin}^  trom 
Liverpool  durinj^  the  past  y(;ar  will  no  doubt  ^[ive  a  tlecided 
impetus  to  trade.  Hitherto  all  goods  trom  lAirope  have  been 
transshipped  at  Para,  where,  owing  to  the  liraz.ilian  customs  regu¬ 
lations,  great  delays  were  caused  in  their  reaching  Ic^uitos,  while 
complaints  ot  losses  were  trecpient.  .As  goods  are  now  delivereil 
without  tran.sshipment,  mui  h  loss  is  avoided. 

1  he  article  gives  additional  intormation  about  tlu;  trade  of  the 
neighboring  territory,  a  part  of  which  iscontaineil  in  the  tollowing 
quotations: 

Tlic  imports  consist  of  all  kinds  of  manufactured  goods  from  F.uropc  and  the 
United  States.  Those  from  Europe  are  shipped  at  Liverpool,  the  starting 
point  of  the  steamers,  Hamburg,  Havre,  and  Lisbon,  all  of  which  ports  are 

*Tlie  IViuvian  sole  was  worth  S0.434  in  I'nitvil  Slalvs  currency  .Vpril  l, 
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called  at  on  the  outward  voyage.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  English 
goods  come  in  larger  quantities  than  French  or  Cicrman,  especially  as  the  prin¬ 
cipal  importing  houses  are  nearly  all  one  or  other  of  the  latter.  There  is  only 
one  F.nglish  importing  lirm.  From  Portugal  very  little  reaches  Iquitos  besides 
wine,  potatoes,  onions,  and  other  provisions.  Ciermany  sends  large  quantities 
of  beer,  of  which  some  also  comes  from  F.ngland,  though  the  latter  does  not 
appeal  to  the  native  taste  so  well  as  the  le.-s  bitter  (lerman.  Canned  provisions 
come  from  all  countries,  as  a  large  part  «'f  the  food  that  is  consumed  in  Iquitos 
is  preserved. 

Unfortunately,  no  statistics  are  available  of  the  various  imports  aiul  their 
value,  ^^’ith  very  few  e.\ceptit>ns,  it  may  be  said  that  everything  has  to  be 
imported.  The  native  supplies  consist  of  little  beyond  the  roughest  and  com¬ 
monest  articles  of  food  for  the  consumption  of  the  Indian  and  laboring  class 
population.  Manufacturers  may  be  said  to  be  nonexistent,  and  even  such  arti¬ 
cles  as  might  be  produced  are  almt>st  neglected.  Ti'bacco  in  some  districts  is 
grown  in  limited  quantities,  but  neither  quality  nor  quantity  are  such  as  to 
induce  foreign  trade.  'Fhere  are  also  a  tew  small  distilleries  ot  “cachassa,”  the 
native  form  of  alcoholic  liquor,  prepared  from  sugar  cane.  Fine  liber  hats, 
generally  known  in  F.ngland  as  “  Panama,”  are  manufactured  in  ttne  district; 
but  beyond  a  limited  export  to  Brazil,  there  is  none  but  local  trade  in  them. 
Fhe  whole  department  is  extremely  backward  in  manufacturing.  This,  to  a 
great  degree,  is  owing  to  the  apathy  t)f  the  native  population  and  the  fewness 
of  the  inhabitants.  Iquitos  is  almost  the  only  center  of  trade,  aiui  by  far  the 
most  important  one.  The  above  remarks  apply  specially  to  it,  but  it  m;iy  be 
taken  as  representative  of  the  whole  department. 

Trade  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  foreigners,  among  whom  it  is  said 
about  twenty-five  nationalities  are  represented.  'Fhe  native  Perinians  of  the 
superhir  class  are  proicipally  officials  in  Ciovernment  employ.  'Fhe  bulk  of  the 
population  of  Iquitos  consists  of  Indians  and  half-breeds.  'Fhe  population  of 
the  city  is  variously  estimated  at  from  8,oco  to  12,000.  'Fhe  inhabitants  of 
all  classes  are  pleasant  to  get  along  with,  though  F.uropeans  find  the  dilatoriness 
and  delays  which  occur  with  cvcrvthing  rather  trying.  'Fhe  Indians  are  peace¬ 
able  and  well  disposed,  but  thev  are  incorrigibly  indolent  and  without  ambition. 
.Almost  all  the  rough  work  is  done  by  them. 

Rubber  forms  the  chief  article  of  export.  \U)st  of  it  goes  to  F.uropc,  and 
very  little  attention  is  given  to  other  productions  of  the  district.  Fhe  chief 
classes  are  caucho  and  jebe,  the  present  prices  of  which  may  be  taken  as  30 
and  50  sols  per  arroba  of  13  kilograms,  respectively.  It  may  be  stated  that 
these  figures  sh(»w  a  marked  increase  during  the  year.  'Fhe  average  t  ir  idqd 
is  given  as  26  sols  per  arroba  for  caucho  and  qq  st>ls  per  arroba  for  jebe.  .\ 
slightly  lower  grade  of  this  may  be  named  as  about  2  sols  lower  in  price.  Fhere 
is  also  sernambi,  or  scrap  rubber,  both  of  jebe  and  caucho,  the  average  price 
of  which  during  the  year  is  given  as  37  sols  per  arroba.  'Fhe  total  value  of 
all  classes  during  the  past  vear  is  given  as  ^'202,916,  as  compared  with 
^206,047  the  year  before,  the  quantities  being  1,140,523  kiU)grams  in  lib;”, 
and  829,935  in  1898. 
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This  falling  otf  niav  he  accounted  for  hy  the  increasing  inaccessibility  of  the 
caucho-bearing  trees,  those  within  easy  reach  having  become  scarce  owing  to 
the  wasteful  method  of  gathering  the  gum.  The  process  has  been  to  cut  down 
the  tree  instead  of  merely  tapping  it.  The  trees  are  all  wild,  and  it  will  take 
some  years  to  allow  them  to  grow  sufficiently  to  gather  from  again.  Another 
reason  for  this  falling  otf  last  year,  and  one  of  perhaps  equal  weight  with  the 
former,  is  that  a  large  number  «>f  the  caucheros  or  rubber  gatlierers  have  gone  to 
the  Jurua  and  other  llrazilian  rivers,  whence,  however,  there  are  grounds  for 
saving  the  bulk  of  them  will  return.  As  a  rule,  the  caucheros  are  not  familiar 
with  the  collection  of  iebc,  or  fine  rubber,  but  they  are  learning,  and  when  they 
return  to  Peru  will  probable  devote  more  attentiim  t»)  it.  The  proportion  of 
this  to  caucho  has  considerably  increased  lately.  jebe,  or  line  rubber,  is  gathered 
bv  tapping  the  trees;  a  certain  number  ot  which  arc  placed  under  the  control  ot 
a  gatherer,  who  visits  them  daily  to  collect  the  yield. 

In  addition  to  rubber,  the  district  yields  sarsaparilla,  vanilla,  cacao,  cocoa, 
copaiba,  and  various  gums.  None  of  these  are  regular  articles  of  trade,  owing 
to  the  expense  of  labor  and  its  scarcity.  There  is  little  doubt  that  these  and 
many  tnher  natural  products  might,  with  improvevl  labor,  be  cultivated  success¬ 
fully.  The  products  of  the  district  are  practically  unknown,  and  will  require 
much  time  for  development. 

Indiiro  plants  grow  wild  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Iquitos,  but  no 
attempt  is  made  to  cultivate  or  prepare  the  product.  For  a  purely  local  industry 
this  scems  to  promise  the  best  results.  The  climate,  however,  is  very  enervating 
until  the  high  mountains  are  reached.  On  all  the  navigable  rivers  it  mat  be  con¬ 
sidered  much  the  same  as  Iquitos.  Fever  of  a  malarial  kind  is  the  chief  illness 
to  be  feared.  Yellow  fever  is  said  not  to  be  known. 

(iold  is  known  to  be  found  on'many  of  the  rivers,  and  during  the  past  year 
several  parties  have  been  out  and  are  still  prospecting.  So  far  all  that  has  been 
got  is  in  the  form  of  dust  and  hardly  in  remunerative  quantities.  From  the 
indications  it  seems  probable  that  gold  in  quantity  does  exist,  but  the  precise 
localities  hav  e  not  been  discovered.  One  party  is  now  out  on  the  Napo,  where 
it  is  said  thev  have  found  gold  in  fair  quantity.  In  some  places  where  it  exists 
it  is  not  safe  for  any  but  large,  well-organized  parties  to  venture,  owine  to  the 
hostility  of  wild  Indians. 

The  main  rivers  are  fairly  well  known,  but  the  smaller  rivers  are  almost 
unexplored.  Traffic  is  conducted  by  means  of  canoes  and  a  few  launches,  of 
which  several  have  Iquitos  as  their  headquarters.  F,.vcept  along  the  margins  of 
the  rivers,  the  country  is  quite  unknown,  as  the  bulk  of  it  is  covered  bv  dense 
forest  growth.  It  undoubtedly  offers  a  rich  field  for  commercial  exploration. 

Skilled  labor  is  costly  and  scarce,  but  there  is  little  demand  for  it  at  present. 
In  Iquitos,  carpenters,  builders,  and  other  mechanics  arc  said  to  earn  from  8  to 
12  sols  per  day.  Living  is  proportionately  dear.  The  climate  is  a  very  trying 
one  for  F.nglishmcn,  and  no  one,  says  the  British  \’ice-Consul,  should  go  there 
unless  he  has  something  definite  in  view.

In  virtue  ot'  a  Jccrce,  dated  December  21,  iSgS,  an  impo>t  ot'  2;  centavos 
silver  per  46  kiloirrams  of  goods  imported  into  the  Republic  shall  be  collected 
on  and  after  lanuary  1  next. 

IMPORTATIONS  FROM  NICARACVA,  HONTH  RAS,  .\Nn  COSTA  RICA. 

In  virtue  of  a  decree  of  January  4,  the  importation  of  j'roducts  of  the 

soil  and  industry  proceeding  trom  the  Republics  of  Nicaraeua,  Honduras,  and 
Costa  Rica  shall  simply  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  taxes  levied  on  goods 
of  foreign  origin.  Exception  is  made  for  sole  leather,  boots  and  shoes,  saddle- 
{)]iil<tpii)Jos)  for  ladies  and  men,  tine  or  common,  also  cowhides  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  valises,  which,  in  addition,  shall  be  liable  to  a  surtax  of  4  per  cent, 
c.dculated  according  to  the  evaluation  taritf  applicable  to  goods  proceeding  from 
Central  American  Republics. 

I'he  present  decree  shall  enter  into  ed'ect  twelve  days  after  its  publication. 

PRlVIl.EGF.n  TREATMENT  OF  ARl  ICI.ES  FOR  MINING  INDfSTRIES. 

Notwithstanding  .Article  4  of  the  decree  of  November  30,  it  is  decreed: 

Art.  1.  The  following  articles,  imported  by  owners  of  mines  being  worked, 
shall  not  be  liable  to  warehouse  charges  or  pass  dues: 

Machines  of  iron  and  their  accessories,  including  pumps,  motors,  bearings 
[i/iuiHiiSi-his),  pulleys  and  belts  (  fiifiis)  of  all  kinds.  Iron  vises,  lifting 
machines,  anvils,  forges,  iron  chains,  steel  cables,  iron  rails,  vats,  capstans  and 
all  other  necessary  apparatus.  Coke,  dynamite,  large  weighing  machines  capable 
of  weighing  from  4  to  5  tons,  octagonal  steel  barsifor  the  manufacture  of  drills 
and  borers,  machine  oil,  miners’  lamps,  picks,  chisels,  hammers,  and  sledge  ham¬ 
mers  for  crushing  ores,  wheelbarrows,  chemical  products  used  as  flux  and  for 
analyses  in  laboratories,  crucibles,  mortars,  furnaces,  balloons  (hiitanzones), 
cupels  of  clay,  small  balances  for  analyses,  fire  bricks,  and  mercury. 

■Art.  2.  To  enjoy  the  privileged  treatment  in  question,  the  owner  of  the 
mines  must  furnish  to  the  ministry  of  finance  the  corresponding  consular  invoices 
to  enable  this  .Administration  to  give  the  necessary  authori.^ation  to  the  customs. 

.Art.  3.  Should  the  above-described  articles  not  be  destined  to  mining  opera¬ 
tions,  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  ordinary  treatment. 

-Art.  4.  Owners  of  mines  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege  in  question, 
who  may  take  advantage  thereof  by  using  for  any  other  purpose  except  mining 
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the  above-mentioned  articles,  sliail  be  deprived  of  this  privilege  in  the  future 
and  incur  a  line  equal  to  treble  the  amount  of  duties  and  imposts  to  which  such 
goods  are  subject. 

.Xrt.  5.  All  contrary  dispositions  are  repealed.

POCAHONTAS  COAL. 

“La  Proiluccion  Xacional,”  a  fortnightly  publication  of  Buenos 
Ayres,  in  its  issue  of  April  19  makes  an  interesting  comparison  ot 
the  respective  merits  of  English  and  American  coals,  with  special 
reference  to  the  qualities  ot  the  Pocahontas  coal  ot  \Mrginia,  the 
purpose  of  the  comparison  being,  according  to  the  paper  quoted, 
to  correct  an  erroneous  opinion  which  has  generally  been  admitted 
as  an  indisputable  tact. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  beliet  universally  exists 
that  English  coal  is  the  cheapest  and  the  best.  While  this  tact 
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is  conceilcd  tor  the  past,  it  is  now  acknowlcclj;eil  that  coal  from 
the  Pocahontas  mines  tK'cupies  the  first  place  among  the  produc¬ 
tion  ot  the  entire  world.  Fhese  mines,  which  have  been  in  work¬ 
ing  tor  only  a  short  time,  the  first  output  ot  4,735  ttms  being  in 
iS()2,  have  constantly  increaseil  their  prtiduction,  and  in  1898 
reached  a  total  ot  4,rK)0.000  tons.  Fhe  Pocahontas  coal  is  ot  the 
st)-called  .soft  variety,  semi-bituminous,  and  recommends  itself 
because  ot  its  enormous  heating  power,  which  makes  it  the 
greatest  steam-generating  coal  tor  engines,  ami  it  is  turther  desir¬ 
able  on  account  ot  the  relatively  small  cpiantity  ot  cinders  and 
ashes,  ami  the  tact  that  the  smoke  given  otf  is  almost  a  minimum. 

This  coal  has  been  adopted  otHcially  by  the  United  States 
Uiovernment  tor  use  on  its  cruisers,  ami  Cireat  Britain  has  also 
tried  it  and  to  some  extent  adoptetl  it,  greatly  to  the  astonishment 
ot  her  home  producers,  who  believed  their  domestic  coal  unap¬ 
proachable.  d'his  in  itself  is  a  guarantv  and  recognition  ot  the 
first-class  quality  of  the  Pocahontas  coal. 

In  this  connection  the  tbllowing  reports  from  two  prominent 
British  subjects  furnish  conclusive  evidence.  Sir  Jui.ian  Pauxce- 
FOTE,  British  .Ambassador  in  Washington,  in  March,  1894,  ad¬ 
dressed  Lord  Rosebery,  then  Prime  Minister,  in  the  following 
terms,  a  copy  of  the  report  being  later  transmitted  to  the  two 
Houses  of  Parliament  by  order  of  the  Oueen: 

The  great  coal  crisis  of  iii^93  and  the  facilities  it  has  afforded  foreign  com¬ 
petitors  have  been  the  subject  of  much  discussion  in  the  press,  showing  to  the 
public  that  it  is  an  error  to  believe  that  England  produces  the  cheapest  coal  in 
the  world.  On  the  contrary,  as  regards  the  United  States,  we  must  bear  them 
in  mind  lest  we  lose  our  supremacy  as  a  coal-producing  country.  Attention  has 
been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  United  Stales  having  for  some  years  past  pro¬ 
duced  their  coal  at  a  price  a  little  more  than  half  that  of  our  own  country,  the 
time  will  come  when  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  compete  with  us  in  our  own 
markets.  The  \’irginia  coals  arc  of  the  best  ijuality  known  for  the  production 
of  steam;  their  superiority  is  shown  by  the  small  quantity  of  cinders  and  sulphur 
they  leave  and  the  enormous  proportion  of  carbon  and  volatile  fuel  they  contain. 

Suppluim  ntary  to  this  statement  is  an  address  delivered  by  Mr. 
T.  P'oR.sTER  Brown,  of  Carilifi',  betlire  the  Sm-iety  ot  .Arts  on 
April  26,  1899,  in  which  the  matter  is  revieweil  as  follows: 

While  we  have  in  Great  Britain  large  unworked  coal  resources,  sufficient 
probably  to  maintain  a  rate  of  exhaustion  exceeding  our  present  annual  output 
for  300  years,  or  thereabouts,  we  are  now  rapidly  exhausting  the  best  and  cheap-

est  of  tllc^c  resources,  aiul  in  50  years,  approximately,  ilie  greater  part  of  the 
most  valuable  of  our  coal  supplies  will  hate  been  exhausteJ,  except  onlv  such 
as  can  be  worked  at  a  greatly  increased  cost,  whieli  cost,  after  half  a  centurv, 
will  rapidly  increase.  The  I’nited  States  of  America  possess  farmore  extensive 
coal  fields  than  those  of  Cireat  Ilritain,  and  that  countrv  alrcadv  pri>duces  coal 
at  a  somewhat  cheaper  cost  than  we  do,  and,  so  far  as  physical  conditions  affect 
the  cost,  will  continue  to  produce  cheaply  tor  a  far  longer  period  than  we  can. 
With  the  exhaustion,  theretvire,  ot  the  cream  of  our  coal  fields,  and  when  we 
shall  have  nothing  left  but  our  more  costly  c<ial  to  work,  the  American  competi¬ 
tion  will  beciime  i>f  tar  more  serious  import  to  this  country  in  all  our  commer¬ 
cial  relations  than  it  is  likely  to  be  in  the  immeditite  future. 

When  tht;  Iinr/iliun  ( iovcniincnt  in  iSi^S  calluil  tor  biil.s  lor 
tunii.shinj2  1  20.000  tons  ot  coal  tor  u><;  on  tlx;  Central  Railway 
ot  Rra'/il.  ot  tlie  eleven  tenders  suhniittetl  on  ( )etoher  31,  one  ot 
the  American  bills  was  by  tar  the  lowest  ot  all.  1  his  coal  was 
offered  in  conijietition  with  the  .so-called  Cardiff  coal,  which, 
accordin'^  to  the  toret^oin^  ojiinions.  it  etpials.  it  not  surpasses,  at 
all  points  ot  comparison. 

Consid  Ma^  i  r.  ot  I nienos  .\yres.  writing  to  the  !  tejiartment 
ot  .State  ot  the  Cnited  .States,  under  date  ot  1  tei'ember  27.  iSiyS. 
rej)orted  the  arri\al  ot  the  tir>t  shipnuMit.  by  sailjnp;  ves.sels,  ot 
American  coal  at  that  jiort.  1  le  noted  the  tact  as  a  new  era  tor 
American  sliippin^  and  predicted  that  within  a  short  time  Arj^en- 
tina  would  receive  her  entire  coal  sujipK  trom  the  I’nitid  .States. 

d'he  Monthi.v  llii.i.iTiN  ot  the  Rureau  ot  the  American 
Republics  contains  in  its  Ajiril  issue,  pap;  1 774.  a  comparative 
statement  ot  tin;  coal  jiroduction  ot  tlu*  countries  ot  the  world, 
showinj^  tlx;  enormous  advantap;  ot  the  Cnited  .States  over  all 
competitors;  and  the  distribution  ot  this  jirodixt  to  the  various 
Latin-.\merican  countries  is  ^iven  each  month  in  the  Rui.i.itin.

‘•The  Rra’/.ilian  Review"  ot  May  (j.  iSijij,  pap;  ^(4^,  contains 
the  tollowin^  iu»tice : 

The  Cierman  steamship  Ihih’iiirliii  arrived  at  Santos  on  March  30,  with 
2,033.  tons  of  Pocahontas  coal,  con^i^rned  to  Messrs.  I.iox  .V  Co.,  Messrs.

'Fhe  'Freasurer  of  the  Islands  shall  receive  and 
keep  all  moneys  arising  from  the  revenues  of  the  Islands,  •■hall  disburse  or  transfer 
the  same  only  upon  warrants  issued  by  the  Auditor  ot  the  Islands  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  Ciovernor-Cieneral. 

.All  rules  and  instructions  necessary  to  carry  into  etFcct  the  provisions  of  Fxec- 
utive  orders  relating  to  said  islands  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretarv  of  War.

j  cial  Bulletin,”  ot  Boston,  in  its  issue  tor  May  27,  says: 

;  A\’hen  packing  textile  goods  for  foreiirn  trade  instructions  and  requirements 

should  be  carefully  follt)wed,  for  it  is  frequently  desired  that  packages  be  made 
or  formed  so  as  to  be  easily  handled  at  the  place  of  destination,  according  to  the 
means  t)f  transit  to  the  interior  parts  of  the>e  foreign  land-. 

F.nglish  houses  generally  charge  lor  the  small  extra  outlay  in  j’acking  goods 
tor  export.  Cotton  goods  are  put  in  waterproof  bales  only.  These  arc 
cheaper,  better,  and  easier  to  handle  than  packing  cases.  The  following  is  a 
system  which  a  Manchester  (Kngland)  mill  uses.  The  materials  are  placed  in 
the  following  order  when  baling  cloth  in  large  ipiantities  for  export:  Light  cir¬ 
cular  band  of  steel  (outside),  linen  canvas  (’4-pick  goods),  brown  paper, 
patent  tar  cloth,  double  gray  paper,  linen  oilcloth,  white  paper,  the  cotton 
i  goods  (middle),  white  paper,  line!)  oilcloth,  double  gray  paper,  patent  tar  cloth,

PRINCIPAL  EXPORTS  DURIMi  FIRST  (^'ARTER  OF  1899. 

The  principal  exports  ot  the  Republic  ot  ITu^iuiy,  as  explained 
in  detail  in  the  Monthly  Bulletin  tor  May,  are  animal  and  agri¬ 
cultural  products.  During  the  tirst  (piarter  ot  1899  the  number 
ot  dry  oxhides  exported  was  544.506,  ot  which  2(v.),2^?.  were 
sent  to  the  L’nited  States.  This  was  nearly  the  extent  ot  the 
consignments  to  this  country,  the  only  other  item  being  i6y  bales 
ot  hair  (992  pounds  each  ).  420  bales  ot  goatskins  (81  5.70  pounds 
each).  1.258  bales  ot  wool  ((/^2  pounds  each),  and  2,721  bales 
(110  pounds  each)  ot  hay. 

( )t  the  salted  oxhiiles,  235.004  out  ot  240,752  were  taken  bv 
Germany  and  Belgium.  C'lermany  also  t(H)k  all  ot  the  27,187 
drv  horsehides  and  all  ot  the  10.  salteil  horsehides.  ( )t  the 
12.829  bales  ot  hay  exported.  I'rance  was  the  purchaser  ot  10,931. 
Xearlv  all  ot  the  tallow,  which  consistetl  ot  4.633  pipes  (881.84 
pounds  each),  3,561  hogsheatls  (440.9  poumls  each),  and  5,164 
casks  (220.45  pt>tinds  each),  went  to  (ireat  Britain  and  Italy. 
Prance  took  one-halt  ot  the  wool,  which  amounted  to  18(4263 
bales.  All  ot  the  tro/en  wethers  (sheep  carcasses),  421,725  in 
number,  went  to  Great  Britain.  Nearly  all  the  butter— 1  2,67 1 
cases  out  ot  1  3.300 — was  shipped  to  Knglantl. 

d  he  figures  with  reterence  to  the  exports  ot  products  which  are 
regarded  as  purely  agricultural  were  as  follows ;  362,492  tons  of 
wheat;  77,439  tons  of  maize :  85,581  tons  of  lin.seed  ;  5,1  17  tons 
of  wheat  Hour;  12.446  tons  of  bran ;  145,370  bales  of  hay,  of 
which  142.026  were  sent  to  Brazil;  53,017  tons  of  cpiebracho;

ANNUAL  MESSACiE  OF  PRESIDENT  CUESTAS. 

Hon.  Wii.LiAM  R.  Pinch,  PTiited  .States  Minister  to  L'ruguav, 
under  date  of  April  10,  1899.  transmits  to  the  Department  of 
State  ot  the  United  .States  the  published  translation  of  the  annual 
message  ot  President  Cuestas,  addressed  to  the  Uruguayan  Con¬ 
gress  on  March  28,  setting  torth  the  financial  conditions  of  the 
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Republic.  The  Bureau  ot  the  American  Republics  has  been 
turnisheil  a  copy  ot  this  translation  by  the  Secretary  ot  State,  as 
tollows : 

The  Public  Powers  having  been  organized  in  accordance  with  constitutional 
principles,  a  circumstance  which  promises  the  country  a  period  of  peace,  con¬ 
cord,  and  labor,  the  first  dutv  of  the  F.vecutive  has  been  to  study  the  financial 
situation,  in  order  to  propose  to  the  Chambers  the  adoption  of  certain  measures 
tending  to  guarantee  the  strict  fulfillment  of  all  the  State  obligations,  with  the 
conviction  that  this  will  redound  to  the  benefit  of  the  mo’-al,  political,  and 
economical  interests  of  public  administration.  For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary 
to  make  a  brief  retrospect  of  the  financial  situation  of  the  Republic  just  before 
signing  the  pact  of  September,  1897,  which  terminated  the  last  civil  war. 

On  August  25,  1897,  the  administration  owed,  in  addition  to  ten  months 
local  payments  in  arrears,  nearly  all  the  war  expenses  due  to  the  forces  defend¬ 
ing  the  Government,  a  considerable  number  of  sundrv  debts,  and  $846,000  in 
current  account  to  the  Bank  ot  the  Republic.  The  Provisional  Government, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Council  of  State,  canceled  the  monthly  payments  in 
arrears  by  the  emission  of  the  Treasury  Certificates  Debt  for  $5,01 7,400,  and  for 
the  war  supplies  by  the  F.xtraordinary  1897  Loan,  Second  Series,  and  also  with¬ 
drew  from  the  general  revenue  the  sums  necessary  to  pay  off  the  other  debis. 
There  only  remained  awaiting  subsequent  consideration  the  account  current 
with  the  Bank  of  the  Republic  and  the  amount  of  the  pacification  loan  realized 
after  the  peace  of  September,  and  which  was  paid  out  of  the  general  revenue. 
These  explanations  are  necessary  to  show  that  there  still  remains  an  important 
balance  of  the  expenses  caused  by  the  civil  war,  which  is  not  yet  canceled,  and 
which  it  w  ill  be  impossible  to  cancel  if  some  resource  is  not  available  other  than 
the  general  revenue  and  administrative  economies. 

Meanwhile  the  most  interesting  problem  confronting  the  Government  of  a 
countrv  like  this,  considering  its  economical  conditions,  is  the  assurance  of  the 
regular  payment  of  all  its  obligations,  it  being  possible  in  this  way  only  to  regu¬ 
late  public  administration  on  the  basis  of  strict  morality  in  the  fulfillment  of 
administrative  functions,  and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  the  impairment  of  the 
public  credit  by  the  postponement  of  certain  obligations  causing  unfavorable 
comn)ents  on  the  stability  and  solidity  of  the  Ciovernment.  Although  the 
statement  prepared  by  the  General  Accountant  of  the  probable  state  of  the 
I'reasury  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1898-99  shows  a  deficit  of  $1,666,570, 
certain  explanations  will  convince  you  that  this  unfavorable  balance  does  not 
proceed  from  a  revenue  insufticient  to  meet  the  expenditure,  for  the  financial 
policy  followed  from  .August  25,  1897,  to  March  1,  1899,  struggling  with  the 
difficulties  inherent  in  one  of  the  most  agitated  periods  of  our  political  life, 
clearly  shows  that  it  is  possible  to  break  with  the  dismal  tradition  of  annual 
deficits  if  the  public  revenues  are  handled  with  energy,  honesty,  and  prudent 
economy. 

Having  thoroughly  explaint'tl  the  financial  situation,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  priK'eeds  to  urge  the  necessity  ot  reduction  ot  expenses  troin 
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)ulv  to  ( )ct()bcr.  ilurin^  wliii'h  riiiu-  the  rrvniuf  is  at  a  inininium. 
bOr  rhis  purpose  an  eliniiiiation  ot  tin-  extraortiinary  expenses 
authori'/eil  bv  the  law  t)t  Xovembt  r  i'S  orilereil.  l>y  wbieli  an 
economy  ot  $l  ^8.000  is  ejected,  leavip}^  ;i  deficit  ot  $1.^00.000. 
to  meet  which  the  h-xeewtive  submits  a  bill,  as  follows :

Ify  means  ot  one  ot  ihe-e 
bonds  the  Kxecutive  proposes  definitely  ti>  cancel  the  balance  owing  the  bank 
on  Autiust  25,  i)'9”,at  the  same  time  a^kim:  vour  authority  to  effect  any  opera¬ 
tion  of  credit  possible  under  conditions  mo't  favorable  to  tlie  State,  the  other 
bond  remaining  in  the  power  of  the  (iovernment  as  a  reserv  e  lund  to  be  applied 
to  future  continkTcncies  so  lont;  as  the  present  linancial  difficulties  exist. 

.'.part  from  the  immediate  nece"itv  ot  wiping  out  the  deficit,  the  I'.xecutivc 
considers  that  it  complies  with  a  I'aramount  obliitation  in  giving  account  to 
the  Chambers  of  the  situation  ot  the  public  finances.  *  *  *  reitards  the 

propt>sed  combination,  the  Kxecutive  con-idets  it  the  vmly  one  possible  in  the 
prC'Cnt  economical  and  linancial  situation.  'I'he  deficit  thus  balancci!  or  neu- 
trali/cd,  both  I'lxecutive  and  Chambers  mav  enter  upon,  without  obstticle,  the 
study  of  the  IJudttet,  sanctioniiiL'  one  that  will  include  all  necessities  and  liar- 
moni/e  all  interests.  That  this  ta-k  should  not  be  difficult  is  shown  by  the 
calculations  (not  yet  publi'hevl)  accompanv  ing  this  tnessage,  w  hich  how  that 
the  revenue  trom  .Xiutust  2^,  1  'o  M.irch  1,  "as  sufficient  to  meet  all 

the  expen-es  figuring  in  the  liuditet.  If,  after  this  highly  'iitnificant  fact,  peticc 
and  tramjuillitv  are  assured,  the  I'.xecutiv  e  i  an  guarantee  that  it  will  make  no 
further  applications  tor  resources  to  meet  obligations  in  arrears,  tor  it  i'  firmly 
convinced  that  order  and  honestv  in  the  manauement  of  the  revenue  will  be  a 
powerful  help  in  the  task  o*  bahmeine  the  Ibuleet.

I*'roni  Caracas,  uiuicr  date  ot  May  22,  1899.  Hon.  1'rancis  H. 
Loomis,  L'nitetl  States  Minister  to  X’enezuela,  transmits  to  the 
I  )epartment  ot  State  a  copy  ot  a  law  concerning  the  creatitin  ot 
a  match  monopoly  hythe  X’eneziielan  Ciovernment.  Mr.  Loomis 
states  that  this  is  a  novel  step  on  the  part  ot  the  (iovernim-nt. 
which  will  bring  to  it  600.000  bolivars  ($120,000)  annuallv. 

I  he  translation  ot  this  law  is  as  tbllows: 

The  Coni'rc'is  of  the  United  States  t)t  \  ene/.uela  hereby  decrees: 

Art.  I.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale,  manutacture,  and  exportation  i>f  matches 
in  the  country  arc  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Government  as  a  national 
revenue. 

Art.  1.  The  existing  manufacturers  ot  matches  in  the  Republic  shall  be 
indemnitied  on  the  date  of  the  promulgation  ot  this  law;  they  shall  be  paid  in 
cash  for  their  tactorics,  taking  into  acct)unt  the  plant,  stock  on  hand,  commer¬ 
cial  importance  of  the  business,  etc.  As  long  as  the  manufacturers  are  not 
indemnitied  as  above  stipulated  they  are  to  remain  in  tull  possession  (>f  their 
plants  and  shall  continue  to  do  business.  The  taking  over  by  the  Ciovernment 
ot*the  factories  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  law  i)n  the  subject. 

Art.  'The  Natii>nal  Ciovernment  shall  establish  as  manv  factories  as  mav 
be  necessary  for  home  consumption  and  exportation. 

Art.  4.  'Fhe  prices  of  matches  tor  c»)nsumption  shall  be  tixed  bv  the  Ciov¬ 
ernment,  but  never  to  exceed  present  prices  of  any  particular  brand. 

Art.  5.  The  Ciovernment  can  lease  the  business  ot  manufacture,  importation, 
and  sale  of  matches  tor  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty-live  years. 

Art.  6.  In  case  of  the  lease  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  article,  the  prices  of 
matches  shall  be  fixed  in  the  contract  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
article  4. 

Art.  7.  'Fhe  National  Fixccutivc  shall  take  the  necessary  steps  f»>r  reijulating 
this  law,  and  report  to  Congress  at  its  next  general  session. 

In  the  same  etMiimunieatinn  Mr.  LtutMis  encloses  the  tbllowing 
translation  from  “  I'l  I’regonert).”’  exjtlaining  the  present  status  of 
the  match  imlustry  in  the  Republic. 

It  is  said  that  some  French  capitalists  have  submitted  a  proposition  to  our 
Ciovernment  looking  to  the  control  tor  twenty-five  years  ot  the  importation, 
ntanufacture,  and  sale  of  matches.  These  capitalists  are  members  of  the  syndi¬ 
cate  that  have  similar  monopolies  in  Colombia,  Bolivia,  Ciuatemala,  and  other 
southern  Republics.  'This  syndicate  will  manufacture  matches  like  the  celebrated 
ones  consumed  in  F.ngland,  whieh  are  the  best  in  the  world;  that  is  to  say,  not 
inferior  to  the  F.nglish  brands  of  R.  Bn.i.  sC;  Co.  (Royal  \’estas)  and  Bry.xxt  tv 
M.\y  (Royal  N'estas  Wax);  and  they  will  manufacture  brands  similar  to  those 
made  in  C'aracas  at  present,  and  which  will  be  sold  at  the  same  or  .t  lower  price, 
never  at  a  higher. 
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L  mil  this  plant  is  installed  the  syndicate  will  be  permitted  to  import  from 
their  simps  in  F.iiropc.  For  this  there  will  be  a  delinitc  time  fixed. 

The  existing  factories  in  ^’ene/uela,  five  in  (Caracas,  two  in  Maracaibo,  and 
a  very  small  one  in  \’alcncia  will  shut  down,  and  the  Clovernment  will  indem¬ 
nify  them  in  gold,  giving  tliem  six  months  to  dispose  of  their  stock  on  hand. 

The  syndicate  shall  pay  to  the  tiovernment  for  this  privilege  the  sum  of 
1  50,000  pesos  in  gold  annually.  The  company  shall  pay  the  tariff  duties  on 
matches  imported,  in  accordance  with  the  existing  tariff  schedule.  The  annual 
pavmcnts  shall  be  made  through  the  Credit  I.vonnais  of  I’aris  or  London,  at 
the  option  of  the  (iovernment,  and  there  shall  be  deposited  in  said  Credit 
Lvonnais  to  the  Ciovernmetit’s  order  the  sum  of  100,000  francs  as  a  tjuaraiitv 
for  the  fulfillment  of  th.e  contract. 

At  the  end  s)f  twenty-live  years  the  business,  building',  maelfincry,  etc.,  shall 
revert  to  the  (iovernment.

In  addition  to  the  advance  in  duties  made  by  the  new  law,  power  is  given  to 
the  President  to  add  25  per  cent  more  to  the  new  sclicdules,  to  any  or  all  of 
them,  as  he  may  sec  fit ;  in  short,  the  new  law  makes  it  possible  for  the  I’residcnt 
to  regulate  the  tariff  pretty  much  as  he  deems  best. 

d'he  President  informed  me  Saturday,  May  20,  tliat  the  new  duties  would 
probable  not  be  imposed  for  sixty  or  seventy  days.  I  think,  liowevcr,  that  no 
date  has  been  fixed  as  yet  for  putting  the  new  tarifl  into  effect.

I  t'lit'Ziie'lii II  ilolhir. — 'Phis  is  in  actual  circulation,  and  is  of  silver.  It  calls 
for  5  bolivars,  and  calculating  the  bolivar  at  our  'Preasury  valuation,  the  V'ene- 
zuelan  dollar  is  worth  gf). 3  cents.  In  rendering  accounts,  making  invoices, 
purchasing  products  of  the  countrv,  market  values,  etc.,  this  dollar  is  not  con¬ 
sidered,  it  being  well  understood  that  the  peso  is  the  basis  of  calculation;  but 
in  paying  accounts,  etc.,  it  is  taken  at  its  face  value — 3  bolivars  (96.5  cents 
United  States).

Experiments  in  Flax  Cui-  It  i’  probable  that  the  raising  of  flax  for  the  produc- 
tion  of  linen  will  become  one  of  the  industries  of  Mexico. 
Flxperimenti  were  recently  made  ;it  the  N.ational  .\gricultural  School,  on  the 
outskirts  ot  the  City  tif  Mexico,  where  ;i  plat  of  ground  was  sown  in  flax  seed. 
■At  thc  end  ot  sixty-one  days  the  shoots  from  the-e  h;nl,  in  some  instances, 
reached  a  height  ot  41  inches,  and  gave  every  indication  of  taking  kindly  to  thc 
soil  and  climate,  which  ‘-eems  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  cultiv  iition  of  this  plant. 
The  Department  of  I’romotion  h;is  become  interested  in  thc  new  venture  and 
purpose-  giving  it  every  encouragement.  'Fhe  only  drawback  to  this  cultivation 
in  the  great  valley  ot  Mexico  is  the  lack  of  water,  which,  however,  can  be 
usually  overcome  by  irrig.ition.  Experiments  in  this  line  are  also  lieing  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  State  ot  'Flaxcala.

He  says:  “Dolls, 
esptciallv  of  liigher  grades,  seem  to  be  a  good  article  of  importation.  Although 
the  otheial  statistics  tor  tlie  year  idyp  give  an  import  of  only  kilograms 
(1,91  1  pounds),  with  an  estimated  value  of  S174  uold,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
actual  sales  are  far  greater.  The  figures  for  iSgp  may  have  been  unusuallv 
small.  One  dealer  in  hardware  lias  sold  in  one  c>t  the  last  months  in  i.4q8 
about  5*300  worth  of  dolls  and  imported  more  in  the  same  year  than  is  given 
above  for  all  the  stores  ot  the  city  during  the  entire  preceding  year.  'I'he  best 
class  ot  dolls  is  in  demand,  selling  at  from  84-3°  each.  Importers  of  the 

aboie-named  articles  (this  includes  axes  as  well)  are:  Cramer,  Wever  v  Muller, 
Rius  y  Jorba,  Trabucati  y  Cia.,  Crovato  y  Rodi — all  in  Asuncion.”

Si  los 
fabricantcs  americanos  desean  venderles  instrumentos  de  agricultura  deben  pro- 
porcionarlcs  algo  cquivalcnte  a  lo  que  hoy  emplean  o  que  ha  demostrado  clara- 
mente  sus  ventajas  economicas. 

Aqucllo  que  se  considera  como  lo  mejor  cn  Kansas  o  cn  Ohio  no  debe  nece- 
sariamente  ser  recomendado,  por  esta  ra/.on,  al  inteligcnte  agricultor  del  suroeste 
de  la  Francia,  y  es  imposiblc  haccr  que  nadie  compre  un  instrumento  sinoabriga  el

Una  ley  de  23  ile  enero  tie  1899  dispone  un  recargo  de  25  por 
ciento  sobre  los  dereclios  tie  imptirtacibn,  segiln  se  ve  por  la 
traduccibn  inglesa  tie  la  misma  que  ha  enviado  a  la  Oficina  de 
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las  Repilblicas  Americanas  el  Holetin  Internacional  de  Aduanas 
de  Bruselas.  El  decreto  dice  asi: 

Art.  1°. — Desde  la  fecha,  en  todas  las  .Aduanas  de  la  Republica  sc  cobrara  el 
25  por  ciento  de  recargo  sobre  el  total  de  las  liquidaciones  de  derechos  de 
importacidn. 

NUEVO  PUERTO  ABIERTO  AL  COMERCIO. 

Segun  se  manifesto  en  al  Boi.eti'n  del  mes  tie  mayo,  la  Repi'i- 
blica  del  Brasil  acaba  de  reconocer  los  derechos  de  Bolivia  sobre 
un  distritt)  tjue  cada  una  de  las  dos  naciones  reclamaba  como  suyo. 
Es  este  cl  tlistrito  de  Acre,  situado  sobre  el  rio  del  mismo  nom- 
bre,  que  es  el  brazo  principal  del  rio  Purus,  y  tpie  es  uno  de  los 
principals  afluenttfs  del  caudaloso  Amazonas. 

PB  primer  acto  del  Gobierno  boliviano  tue  establecer  una 
aduana  en  Puerto  Alonzo,  pueblo  de  al^una  importancia  sobre  el 
rio  Acre,  como  tpie  es  la  salida  de  un  distrito  rico  en  goma  eliis- 
tica. 

Se  dice  que  antes  del  arreglo  de  esta  dificultad,  el  unico  puerto 
interior  donde  podian  ser  embarcados  los  productos  de  Bolivia  era 
Villa  Bella,  sobre  el  rio  Madeira.  No  era  este,  sin  embargo,  un 
lugar  aparente  para  hacer  dichos  cmbarques,  portpu?  la  navegacion 
del  Madeira  presenta  muchos  obstaculos,  mientras  tpie  es  muy 
facil  navegar  en  los  rios  Purus  y  Acre  tlurante  la  estacibn  de  las 
aguas.

estatlo  en  totlo  tie  acuertlo  con  su  manifiesto  inaugural.  F 

1  )espues  tie  aludir  a  la  absoluta  tranquilitlad  de  que  el  |)ais  k 
goza,  el  Presidente  llamb  la  atencibn  a  las  sblidas  bases  sobre  que 
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dcscansan  las  instituciones  republicanas  en  tocla  la  nacibn,  y  mani- 
testb  que  esto  era  especialmente  de  notar  en  el  Estado  de  Minas  ‘ 
(ieraes,  donde  la  poblacibn,  a  pesar  de  ser  conservadora,  le  habia 
recibido  con  aclamaciones  durante  su  ultimo  viaje  a  dicho  Estado. 
Los  vitores  con  que  le  saludaron  tueron  mas  entusiastas  que  en 
otras  ocasiones  parecidas,  y  tueron  ilirigidos  no  solamente  a  el 
personalmente  sino  a  la  Republica  misma.  El  Gobierno,  por 
tanto,  estaria  en  desacuerdo  con  la  opinion  piiblica,  si  no  adoptara 
una  politica  de  tolerancia  que  le  atrajera  las  simpatias  y  la  cixipera- 
cibn  de  todoslosbrasilenospara  llevar  a  cabo  la  diticil  pero  realiza¬ 
ble  tarea  de  regenerar  al  pais  tlesde  el  punto  de  vista  econbmico. 
En  cuanto  al  ejercito  y  la  armada,  el  Presidente  manitestb  que  la 
situacibn  exterior  e  interior  permitiria  hacer  economtas  en  el  seT- 
vicio  militar,  manteniemlo  al  mismo  tiempo  una  tuerza  adecuada 
a  cualcpiier  emergencia  que  pudiera  presentarse. 

I'Ll  Presidente  declarb  que  bajo  el  regimen  actual,  el  poder 
ejecutivo  y  legislativo  recomK'ian  el  mismo  origen,  y  tpie  cual- 
(juier  estuerzo  por  parte  de  uno  para  dominar  al  otro  seria  esteril 
en  sus  resultados,  {)or  lo  cual  era  necesario  que  ambos  trabajasen 
de  comiin  acuerilo  en  pro  del  bienestar  general. 

M  as  adelante  el  Presidente  ilijo  (jue  el  Brasil  deberia  adoptar 
como  principio  el  exportar  todo  acpiello  (jue  puede  proilucir  en 
mejorcs  comliciones  que  otros  paises,  y  el  importar  cuanto  otras 
naciones  producen  mejor  que  el  Brasil.  Recomendb  la  pnictica 
de  la  mas  estricta  economia  en  la  administracibn  nacional  y  en  la 
de  los  Estados,  por  no  ser  posible  decretar  nuevos  impuestos. 
Pidib  (pie  se  revisara  la  ley  sobre  pensiones,  y  (pie  se  dictara  una 
nueva  ley  sobre  los  derechos  del  timbre,  (pie  los  diterentes  LLstados 
se  habian  apropiado.  Asimismo  aconseji)  la  adopciibn  de  ciertas 
medidas  para  mejorar  el  sistema  de  recaudaciiin  de  derechos  de 
iduana  y  otros.  I’Ll  discurso  termini)  con  estas  palabras: 

La  pcrscvcrancia  y  la  economia  Ilcvaran  a  la  Republica  a  la  conquisca  segura 
lie  iin  ideal  ccondniico  que  hasta  ahora  no  ha  sido  posible  alcanzar,  a  saber:  el 
equilibrio  en  el  presiipucsto,  sin  la  ayuda  de  cniisiones  t'orzosas  6  de  imprestitos.

Mr.  C.  C.  Greene,  Consul  de  los  Estaclos  Unidos  cn  Antofa¬ 
gasta,  ha  enviado  viltimaniente  al  Departaniento  de  hLstados  un 
intorme  relativo  a  los  productos  minerales  de  dicha  provincia. 
Segiin  los  datos  estadisticos  correspondicntes  al  afio  ile  1.S96,  (pie 
son  los  ultimos  cjuc  ha  sido  posible  obtener,  el  valor  total  de  los 
productos  minerales  chilenos  exportados  del  puerto  de  Antofagasta, 
fui;  de  $4,348,786  en  moneda  de  los  L^stados  Cnidos.  Los  mine¬ 
rales  bolivianos  exportados  por  la  misma  via  tuvieron  un  valor 
de  $4,836,036,  sin  contar  19,841  libras  de  azogue,  cuyo  valor  no 
se  ha  hecho  constar. 

La  provincia  de  Antofagasta  se  compone  de  tres  departamentos, 
a  saber:  Antofagasta,  Taltal  y  d'(x:opilla,  siendo  el  primero  el 
mas  importante.  Cada  uno  de  estos  departamentos  tiene  su  puerto 
del  mismo  nombre,  por  el  cual  salen  todos  los  productos.  ,Se 
asegura  que  Antofagasta  es  una  tierra  sumante  rica  en  oro,  plat.T, 
cobre,  plomo  y  anhidrita.  L^l  oro  se  encuentra  en  hlones  bien  i 
determinados,  y  la  unica  dificultad  (pie  jiresenta  la  explotacic'm  de 
minas  de  este  metal  es  la  escasez  de  agua,  pues  hay  (pie  traerla  cn 
carrctas.  por  una  distancia  de  36  mi  lias,  y  el  costo  por  t(!‘rmino 
medio  es  de  $8.74  la  tonelada.  Lor  esta  raz('>n  lacantidad  de  oro 
producida  anuahnente  es  solamente  como  de  440.1^2  libras.  Las 
fiimosas  minas  de  Ciiianaco  estan  situadas  en  I'altal.  Hace  10  ()  j 
1 5  afios  estas  minas  producian  suficiente  mineral  para  mantener 
cuatro  establecimientos,  jicro  la  prodiu'cii'm  ha  disminuido  por 
varias  razones.  de  suerte  (pie  en  la  actualidad  la  produccii'in  anual 
es  solamente  como  de  media  tonelada.  I  )e  T(K'oj)illa  sale  sola¬ 
mente  una  jxapiena  cantidad  de  oro. 

Una  sola  mina  de  plata  de  Antofagasta  produjo  751,1  50  libras 
en  1873,  pero  al  presente  diez  de  las  principales  minas  producen 
al  aiio  solamente  55,115  libras.  Hay  algunas  minas  ricas  de 
plata  en  d  altal  (pie  producen  cerca  de  50,000  libras  de  plata 
pura  cada  aiio.  Locopilla  no  produce  jilata. 
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La  produccion  de  cobre  h;i  uuinentailo  notableniente,  debido  a 
que  los  precios  (jue  se  pa^an  por  este  nieral  en  su  estado  puro  ton 
mas  altos  ahora.  bd  cobre  se  encuentra  principalmente  en  la 
tbrma  ile  carbonatos,  oxicloruros  y  silicatos,  pero  hay  muy  pucos 
sulturos.  N  in<;una  ile  las  niinas  de  Antotaj;asta  es  profunda.  Se 
calcula  que  la  produccion  anual  es  de  1 2,000  tonelailas,  que  con- 
tienen  por  ciento  ile  cobre,  b  sean  1,800  toneladas  de  metal 
puro.  Se  cspera  (jue  estas  minas  tomaran  pronto  mayor  incre- 
mento.  En  Taltal  existen  tambien  varias  minas  de  cobre  que 
producen  anualmente  cosa  de  4,000  toneladas  de  mineral,  que 
contiene  8  {)or  cientt)  de  cobre.  Cerca  del  puerto  de  Tocopilla 
se  ban  explotado  varias  minas  de  ct)bre  hasta  una  protundidad  de 
200  bra/as.  Hay  asimismo  ricas  minas  de  cobre  en  otras  partes 
del  I  )epartamento. 

La  produccion  total  ile  rocopilla  al  afio  es  de  9,000  toneladas 
de  mineral,  que  contiene  1  5  por  ciento  de  cobre.  'bodo  el  cobre 
de  los  dos  departamentos  ipie  se  acaban  de  nombrar  es  vendido  a 
la  Compania  Lotta,  al  sur  de  Chile,  bm  los  trcs  departamentos 
se  encuentran  depbsitos  de  nitrato  de  sosa.  En  Antofagasta  hay 
grandes  yacimientos  que  no  han  sido  explotados  desde  1870. 
Los  de  Salar  lo  han  sido.  y  los  que  estan  mas  al  interior  emplean 
de  800  a  1,000  trabajadores,  y  producen  de  ^0,000  a  37,000  tone¬ 
ladas  por  ano.  La  produccion  total  del  departamento  de  Taltal 
es  como  de  90,000  toneladas  al  afio.  Existen  en  este  departa¬ 
mento  grandes  yacimientos.  .Ann  se  ignora  la  extension  de  los 
depbsitos  de  Tocopilla,  que  pertenecen  a  diferentes  duenos,  y 
producen  100,000  toneladas  anualmente. 

bin  el  departamento  de  .Antofagasta  hay  algunas  buenas  minas 
de  plomo  que  contiene  una  pequefia  cantiilad  ile  plata,  pero  no 
se  las  explota  en  la  actualidad,  debido  a  la  dihcultad  en  los  medios 
de  comunicacibn.  Hay  tambien  extensos  yacimientos  de  borato 
de  cal  como  a  i()0  millas  ile  la  costa.  .Solamente  dos  de  estos 
estiin  en  explotacibn,  el  de  Acostan  y  el  de  Carcote.  La  produc- 
cibn  es  como  de  7,000  toneladas  al  ano.  Lina  colina  entera  de 
pura  sal,  como  de  20  millas  de  largo,  existe  a  unas  1  70  millas  de 
la  costa,  pero  su  gran  distancia  de  la  via  ferrea  impide  su  explota¬ 
cibn.  El  departamento  prinluce  suficiente  hierro  y  carbonato  de 
cal  j)ara  el  uso  de  los  dos  establecimientos  de  fundicibn  que 
existen  alii.  Cerca  de  Sierra  Gorda  hay  dos  grandes  depbsitos 
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de  sultato  de  hierrt)  que  se  estan  cxplotando  cn  pequena  escala. 
Kn  diterentes  partes  ilel  pais,  cerca  ile  Caracoles,  se  encuentran 
pequenos  depdsitos  de  anhidrita,  pero  no  es  buena  para  construc- 
ciones  por  ser  niuy  soluble  en  agua.  La  que  se  ha  sacado  se  usa 
para  ornainentaciones. 

bd  peribdico  “The  Coal  Trade  Journal,”  correspondiente  al 
ines  de  mayo  de  1899,  al  hablar,  en  la  pagina  246,  de  la  industria 
carboniYera  de  Chile  durante  el  ano  ile  1898,  dice  que  las  ininas  de 
carbon,  cuyo  centro  principal  es  la  ciudad  de  Coronel,  estuvieron 
en  explotacibn  durante  el  ano  de  1898,  y  proilujeron  coino  260,000 
toneladas  de  carbon  bituminoso.  La  mayor  parte  de  este  articulo 
tu«':  vendido  a  los  vapores  en  el  puerto  ile  Coronel,  y  el  resto  tue 
enviado  a  las  minas  de  cobre  de  la  jirovincia  tie  Antofagasta.  El 
precio  del  carbon  chi  lent)  durante  la  j)rimera  parte  tlel  ant),  tue  de 
8.30  pcst)s  ($3.1  3  en  mt)netla  tie  los  ldtatlt)s  Cnidt)s,  pt)r  tonelada), 
pero  al  fin  tlel  aht)se  habia  al'/atlt)  a  18  pesos  ($6.66)  la  tt)nelada. 
La  mayt)r  parte  tlel  carbon  tie  mejt)r  calitlad  j)rovint)  de  la  Com- 
daiiia  Carbt)niteray  b'undicibn  .Schwager,  tie  Ct)rt)nel.  b'sta  ct)m- 
pania  ha  hecht)  cuatro  pt)'/,t)s  nuevt)s  tlurante  el  ano,  y  se  espera 
que  al  terminar  el  presente  ant)  ect)n6mict)  la  prt)tlucci6n  habrii 
aumentatlt)  ct)nsitlerablemente. 

La  mayt)r  parte  tie  la  maquinaria  empieada  en  la  explotacibn  de 
las  minas-  es  inglesa,  pero  la  tpie  se  ha  traitlt)  tie  lt)s  Estatlt)s 
Unitlos  ha  resuhatlt)  muy  statistactt)ria.  La  Compahia  .Schwager 
usa  matjuinaria  americana,  y  si  los  tabricantes  tie  lt)s  I^statlos 
Unitlt)s  prestaran  mas  atencibn  a  la  intiustria  minera  tie  Chile, 
pt)tlrian  vender  en  este  j)ais  una  gran  cantitlatl  tie  matjuinaria.

Me  he  tornado  el 
trabajo  de  averiguar  cl  punto,  y  he  \  isto  que  la  opinion  general  cs  que  seis  meses 
es  tiempo  mas  que  suticiente,  v  que  por  lo  general  sc  preficre  el  termino  de  tres 
meses.

A  partir  del  14  de  mavo  de  1899,  el  recargo  de  25  por  ciento 
impuesto  i  la  importacic^n  en  virtud  del  articulo  7  de  la  ley  de  2  de  octubre 
de  1898,  se  percibira  en  billetes  del  tesoro  destinandose  el  importe  i  retirar  los 
billctes  del  tesoro  de  1  6  2  gourdes  que  circulan  en  la  Republica. 


MEXICO. 

DERECHOS  DE  PUERTO  DE  LA  REPUBLICA. 

El  Dr.  Li.mantour,  el  Ministro  de  Hacienda  de  la  Republica 
mexicana.  ha  enviado  la  circular  siguiente  a  twlos  los  consoles 
para  su  gobierno  y  para  contxdiniento  de  todos  los  exportadores : 

El  Presidente  de  la  Republica  se  ha  servido  disponer  que  ese  Consulado,  por 
todos  los  medios  que  tenga  i  su  alcance,  haga  saber  i  los  remitentes  de  efectos 
i  nucstro  pais,  que  cl  Gobierno  tienc  noticia  de  que  algunas  companias  navicra' 
cometen  cl  abuso  de  cobrarlcs  por  alijo  atraque  i  los  mucllcs,  por  toncladas 
de  rarga  y  dcscarga,  y  por  otros  titulos,  gastos  dcrcchos  hscales  que  6  no  sc 
causan,  sino  que  son  supucstos  por  las  companias  en  fraude  de  los  remitentes  6 
destinatorios,  que  aun  cuando  sc  causen,  su  monto  es  muy  inferior  i  la 
cantidad  que  por  ellns  Ics  cobran. 
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Recomienda  a  Ud.  el  Presidente  que  en  los  avisos  que  circule  el  Consulado  y 
hie  en  sus  officios,  cuide  de  manit'estar  que  en  benehcio  de  los  remitentes  de 
etectos  a  la  Repuhlica,  asi  como  de  las  emprcsas,  que  no  cometen  el  abuso  S  que 
antes  me  refiero,  ha  dispuesto  que  se  haea  esa  advertencia  para  que  en  todo  caso 
pueda  comprobarse  la  exactitud  de  los  cargos  que  hagan  las  companias  por  razdn 
de  derec^os  de  puerto. 

En  esa  advertencia  debe  expresarse  que  el  unico  derecho  fiscal  de  puerto  que 
causan  las  mercancias  a  su  importacidn  y  el  cual,  cont'orme  a  la  ley,  las  aduanas 
deben  cobrar  a  los  importadores  (y  no  a  los  buques),  es  cl  de  “  carga  y  des- 
carea,”  aplicable,  por  ahora,  solamente  en  el  puerto  de  X'eracru/,  y  a  ra/dn  de 
un  peso  (plata)  por  cada  tonelada  de  1,000  kilos  de!  peso  bruto  de  las  niercan- 
cias,  excepto  las  especificadas  en  las  circulares  numeros  8^  y  85,  de  julio  28  y 
setiembre  30  de  1898,  las  cuales  mercancias  causan,  solamente,  cincuenta  cen¬ 
tavos  por  cada  tonelada  de  su  peso. 

Los  careamentos  sujetos  al  derecho  expresado  que  se  descargucn  en  su  totali- 
dad  por  medio  de  alijo,  o  los  que  se  trasborden  de  un  buquc  a  otro  de  los  t'on- 
dcados  en  el  puerto  de  \  eracruz,  viniendo  destinados  a  otros  puertos,  sdlo  pagan 
la  mitad  de  las  cuotas  antes  seiialadas. 

Todos  los  demas  derechos  de  puerto  establecidos  en  el  trafico  de  altura,  recaen 
sobre  los  buques  y  no  sobre  las  mercancias. 

Debe  advertirse,  ademas,  que  cont'orme  a  las  leyes  del  pais  ningiin  derecho 
fiscal  se  paca  cn  oro,  sino  en  plata,  y  que  lambi^n  son  pagaderas  en  plata  las 
retribuciones  que  cobran  en  los  pucrtos  algunas  companias,  autorizadas  para 
ello  por  cl  Gobierno ;  por  eiemplo.  el  llamado  derecho  de  barra  cobrado  por  la 
empresa  canalizadora  del  puerto  de  Tampico,  las  remuneraciones  por  descarga 
en  muelles  de  particulares  d  dc  emprcsas  constructoras,  tales  como  los  estableci¬ 
dos  en  Progreso,  Frontera  y  Laguna  (Isla  de  Carmen),  asi  como  los  gastos  dc 
alijo,  conduccidn  y  otros  que  algunas  emprcsas  acostuinbran  cargar  a  los  remiten- 
tes  como  adicionales  al  flete. 

Por  ultimo,  respecto  de  aquellos  buques  que  conducen  mercancias  con  alijo 
paeado  para  puertos,  como  el  de  \  eracruz,  en  que  se  causa  el  derecho  de  carga 
V  descarga,  debe  liamarse  la  atencidn  sobre  la  circunstancia  dc  que  si  cl  buque 
atraca  a  los  muelles  d  malecones,  no  hay  gasto  dc  alijo,  y  cntonces,  aquel  derecho 
se  cobra  integro,  mientras  que  habiendo  alijo  se  reduce  a  la  mitad,  como  antes 
se  dice;  pero  en  uno  y  en  otro  caso  el  mcncionado  derecho  de  carga  y  descarga 
es  aplicable  a  los  importadores  y  no  a  los  buques.

Ademas  de  sus  propias  observaciones,  Mr.  Ruffin  envia 
copias  de  algunas  cartas  que  ha  recibido  del  Sefior  Carlos  San¬ 
tos,  jete  de  la  Oficina  de  Inmigracibn  del  Paraguay. 

Hn  dichas  comunicaciones  el  Seiior  Santos  dice  que  creyendo 
el  C'lobierno  que  el  progreso  tuturo  del  ^lais  depemle  en  gran  parte 
del  ilesarrollo  de  la  agricultura.  ha  tratado,  por  cuantos  medios 
estan  a  su  alcance,  de  proteger  la  inmigracibn  y  de  crear  centros 
de  produccibn  con  los  elementos  ailecuados  al  etecto.  Agrega, 
atlem  is,  que  hay  comarcas  de  considerable  tamaho  sobre  el  rio 
Paraguay  al  norte  tie  la  Republica,  tpie  son  excelentes  terrenos 
agn'colas  y  de  pasto,  los  cuales  otrecen  gran  tacilidad  para  el  tras- 
porte  de  productos  por  los  rios  Paraguay  y  de  la  Plata.  Rehrien- 
dose  a  las  dos  colonias  italianas  recientemente  tundadas  en  laX’illa 
del  Rosarit).  una  tie  20  ieguas  cuatlratlas  y  la  titra  tie  8.  dice  que 
el  (it)bierno  impust)  comt)  condicibn  que  ^55  tamilias  debi'an 
establecerse  en  cada  legua  cuatlratla.  Se  les  da  el  pasaje  libre 
desde  Mtmtevitleo  b  Huentis  Aires;  se  les  exirne  de  impuesto  por 
diez  afios;  se  les  permite  introducir  sin  pagar  derechos  su  equipaje, 
muebies.  utensilitis  dtimesticos.  semillas,  herramientas  y  maquinaria 
para  la  agricultura. 

Se  les  dan  los  gastos  de  embarco  y  reembarct),  manutencibn  y 
altijamiento  por  cinco  dias,  y  tras{)ortacibn  al  lugar  donde  van  a 
fijar  su  resitlencia  permanente.  Las  mismas  condiciones  pueden 
ser  t)btenidas  {xir  cualquiera  empresa  colonizadora.  Asegura  tam- 
bien  el  Sefior  SANTtis  que,  segun  una  ley  iiltimamente  promul- 
gada,  se  pueden  obtener  titulos  de  pro{)iedad  sin  costo  alguno  en 
el  termino  tie  dos  anos.  P!n  cuantt)  a  los  terrenos  que  se  venden 
en  las  colt)nias  tlel  P2stado,  su  precio  es  de  un  peso  (^comt)  14  cen¬ 
tavos  en  moneda  de  los  Estados  Unidos)  por  7,600  metros  cua- 
drados,  si  se  paga  al  contado,  y  de  2  pesos  si  el  pago  se  hace  en 
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dicz  anuuliilades.  Cuando  el  Gobierno  otorga  una  concesidn  a 
algun  individuo,  este  debe  convenir  en  el  preclo  a  que  va  a  ven¬ 
der  U)S  terrenos  a  los  colonos. 

Un  intorme  en  que  se  dan  los  precios  de  los  terrenos  en  los 
diterentes  i.le[)artanienros  niuestra  (|ue  aquel  varia  de  $i8o,  oro,  a 
$2).ooo.  oro.  por  legua  cuadrada.  El  promedio  es  de  $1,629. 
Solainente  las  colonias  tundadas  por  el  Cjobierno  tienen  derecho  a 
recibir  auxilios  pecuniarios.  Una  casa  con  dos  cuartos,  de  13  x 
1 5  pies  cada  uno,  cuesta,  segun  el  Senor  Santos,  de  $120  a  $150 
en  papel  ($17  a  $2^  en  oro)  y  dura  de  seis  a  siete  aiios.  El 
Ciobierno  es  el  cpie  seilala  el  numero  de  personas  que  debe  estable- 
cerse  en  cada  legua  cuadraila.  El  idioma  ortcial  del  pais  es  el 
Castellano,  pero  tanto  el  Senor  Santos  como  el  Senor  Don  Jose 
S.  Decoui),  Ministro  ile  Relaciones  Exteriores,  hablan  y  escriben 
el  ingb's.  Ainbos  resiilen  en  la  Asuncion. 

A1  hablar  de  los  proiluctos  del  pais,  Mr.  Rufkin  dice  que  las 
empresas  agricolas  en  gran  escala  ilarian  pronto  buenas  utiliilades. 
Asegura  cpie  los  toinates  y  las  patatas  se  venderian  niuy  bien  en 
la  Republica  .Argentina  y  en  el  Uruguay.  El  tabaco  se  da  bien. 
Se  cultiva  el  algodon  para  el  consumo  del  pais.  Se  pueden 
obtener  cada  ano  ilos  cosechas  de  inaiz,  pero  la  segunda  es  gene- 
ralmente  poco  satist'actoria.  No  hay  molinos  para  moler  el  maiz, 
y  los  naturales  lo  muelen  tie  una  manera  muy  primitiva.  La 
niandifica,  de  la  cual  se  did  una  descripcion  en  la  pagina  610  del 
Boleti'n  Mensual  correspondiente  al  mes  de  tx:tubre  de  1898,  es 
llamada  el  pan  de  los  paraguayos,  y  su  cultivo  es  muy  tacil.  La 
cana  tie  azucar  crece  por  ttxias  partes.  Los  cacahuetes,  los  gui- 
santes  y  los  trijoles  se  dan  bien.  Las  naranjas  son  abundantes 
(vease  el  Boleti'n  del  mes  de  noviembre,  pagina  808).  B2l  arroz 
se  prtnluce  en  cantiilades  limitadas.  Pueden  tlarse  muy  bien 
t)tros  protluctos  del  reint)  vegetal,  pero  hasta  ahora  no  se  ha 
experimentado  con  ellos.

Este  carbon  ha  sidt)  atlt)ptatlo  t)hcialmente  pt)r  el  Gobiernt)  de 
los  Mstatlos  Unitlos  a  bt)rdo  tie  sus  cruceros,  v  tambien  ha  sido 
prt)batlo  y  atlt)ptatlt)  hasta  ciertt)  gratlt)  por  la  Gran  Bretaha.  ct)n 
nt)  pt)ct)  asombro  tie  lt)s  ingleses,  lt)s  cuales  creian  de  buena  te  que 
sus  carbt)ries  nacionales  eran  inmejorables.  Estt)  es  en  si  mismo 
para  el  carbon  tit;  PtK'aht)ntas  una  garantia  y  rect)ntx:imientt)  tie 
calidatl  tie  primer  ortlen. 

Ct)mt)  prueba  concluyente  de  It)  tlicht),  se  citan  a  continuacidn 
los  intormes  tlatlt)s  pt)r  tlos  subtlitos  britanicos  muy  prominentes. 
Sir  Julian  PAUNCEKt)TE,  Embajador  tic  Su  Majestad  Britanica  en 
\Vashingtt)n,  dirigid,  en  mar/o  tie  1894,  un  intorme  a  Lord  Rose- 
berry.  en  at^uella  epoca  Primer  Ministro  ilei  Reino,  intorme  que 
tuc  trasmitidt)  a  las  dos  camaras  tlel  Parlamentt)  ingles  por  drden 
de  la  Reina.  Sir  Julian  se  expresa  tie  esta  manera: 

La  gran  crisis  carbonitera  de  1^9^  y  las  t'acilidades  que  ha  dado  a  los  competi- 
dores  extranjeros  han  sido  objeto  de  imicha  discusidn  en  la  prensa,  demostrando 
al  publico  que  es  un  error  el  creer  que  Inglaterra  produce  el  carbdn  mas  barato 
en  el  mundo.  Al  contrario,  en  cuanto  se  rehere  a  los  Estados  Unidos,  debemos 
tenerlos  siempre  presentes,  si  no  queremos  perder  nuestra  supremacia  como  pais 
productor  de  carbon.  Se  ha  llamado  la  atencidn  al  hecho  de  que  habiendo  los 
Estados  Unidos  desde  hace  unos  cuantos  aiios  producido  su  carbdn  a  un  prccio 
de  poco  mas  de  la  mitad  del  de  nuestro  pais,  tiempo  vendra  en  que  podran  com- 
petir  con  nosotros  en  nuestros  mismos  mercados.  Los  carbones  de  \'irginia  son, 
como  calidad,  de  los  mejores  que  existen  para  la  produccion  del  vapor ;  su  supe- 
rioridad  esta  demostrada  por  la  pequena  cantidad  de  ceniza  y  de  azufre  que  dejan, 
y  la  enorme  proporcitSn  de  carbon  y  combustible  volatil  que  contienen. 

En  apoyo  tie  lo  expuesto.  se  puetle  citar  un  tliscurso  pronunciado 
por  Mr.  T.  Eorster  Brown,  tie  CartlitF,  ante  la  Sociedad  de 
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Artes,  el  26  cle  iibril  de  1899,  en  cl  que  hablo  del  asunto  como 
sif^ue : 

Aunquc  tenemos  en  la  Gran  Bretana  numerosos  dep/)sitos  de  carbon  que  aun 
no  ban  sido  explotados  y  que  probablemente  son  sulicientes  para  hacer  frente 
por  300  anos,  poco  mas  d  menos,  a  un  consumo  anual  superior  a  nuestra  pro- 
diiccidn  actual,  estamos  agotando  rapidamente  el  mejor  y  mas  barato  de  los 
Carbones  que  se  producen,  y  en  jO  anos  aproximadamente  la  mayor  parte  de 
nuestros  mas  valiosos  depositos  de  dicho  mineral  estara  completamente  agotada, 
con  excepcidn  de  aquellas  minas  que  sdlo  se  podrS  explotar  mediante  gastos 
muy  crecidos,  los  cuales  despues  de  medio  siglo  aumentaran  rapidamente.  Los 
F.stados  Unidos  de  America  poseen  depositos  carboniteros  mucho  mas  extensos 
que  los  de  la  Ciran  Bretana.  Va  aquel  pais  produce  carbon  a  menos  costo  que 
nosotros,  y  en  cuanto  las  condiciones  rtsicas  pueden  at'ectar  el  precio,  es  claro 
que  continuara  produciendolo  muy  barato  por  un  periodo  mucho  mas  largo  que 
nosotros.  .Agotados  nuestros  principales  depositos  de  carbon,  y  cuando  sola- 
mente  nos  queden  minas  que  seran  muy  costoso  explotar,  la  competencia  ameri- 
cana  sera  mucho  mas  seria  para  este  pais  en  todas  nuestras  relaciones  comercialcs 
de  lo  que  puedc  probablemente  serlo  en  un  futuro  inmediato. 

Cuando,  en  1(898.  el  Gobierno  brasileno  pidib  que  se  le  presen- 
raran  propuestas  relativas  al  precio  a  que  se  le  venderian  1 20,000 
roneladas  tie  carbon  para  el  I'errocarril  Central  del  Brasil,  de  las 
once  otertas  sometidas  el  31  de  octubre,  una  tie  las  americanas  tue 
la  mas  baja  de  todas.  Este  carbon  tue  otrecidt)  en  competencia 
ct)n  el  llamadt)  tie  Cardiff,  al  cual  iguala,  si  es  que  no  lo  supera 
bajt)  tt)tlos  ctinceptos,  segun  las  tipinitines  citadas  atras. 

El  Consul  tie  los  Estatios  L  nitios  en  Buenos  Aires,  Mr.  M.ayer, 
inttirmo  al  I  )e[)artamento  tie  Estado,  con  techa  27  de  diciembre 
tie  1898,  que  habian  llegado  a  aquel  puerto  en  buques  de  vela 
los  primeros  cargamentos  de  carbon  americano.  Menciona  este 
hecht)  como  el  principio  de  una  nueva  era  para  la  marina  mercante 
americana,  y  predice  que  dentro  de  poco  tiempo  la  Argentina  reci- 
bira  de  los  Estados  Unidos  todo  el  carbon  que  consume. 

En  el  Boleti'n  Mensual  de  la  Oficina  de  las  Republicas  Ame¬ 
ricanas  correspondiente  al  mes  de  abril.  aparece,  en  la  pagina  1754, 
un  cuadrt)  comparativo  tie  la  protluccion  tie  carbon  en  todos  los 
paises  del  mundo,  y  en  el  se  muestran  las  enormes  ventajas  de  que 
los  Estados  Unidos  gozan  sobre  todos  sus  competidores.  Asi- 
mismo  se  da  cada  mes  en  la  citada  publicacion  cuenta  tie  la  dis- 
tribucion  de  dicho  articulo  entre  los  varios  paises  latino-americanos. 
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segiin  el  resiimen  preparudo  con  datos  que  suniinistra  la  Oficina 
de  Estadistica  del  Ministeriode  Hacienda  de  los  I'Lstados  Unidos.

En  virtud  de  las  facultades  de  que  me  hallo  investido  como  Comandante  en 
Jete  del  Ejercito  y  de  la  Marina  de  los  Estados  L‘ nidos,  por  las  presentes  ordeno  \ 
dispongo  que,  mientras  los  Estados  Unidos  mantengan  el  gobierno  militar  en  la 
Isla  de  Cuba  y  en  todas  las  islas  de  las  Antillas,  al  occidente  del  grado  setenta 
y  cuatro,  longitud  este,  evacuadas  por  Plspana,  se  manden  crear  y  se  mantengan 
los  empleos  de  Revisor  (Auditor)  de  las  islas,  un  sub-revisor,  encargado  de 
examinar  las  cuentas  del  Departamento  de  Aduanas,  y  un  sub-revisor  con  el 
cargo  de  examinar  las  cuentas  del  Departamento  de  Correos,  los  cuales  seran 
desempenados  por  personas  nombradas  por  el  Secretario  de  la  Guerra  y  cuyos 
deberes  consistiran  en  examinar  todas  las  cuentas  de  las  islas. 

Por  las  presentes  se  manda  crear  y  mantener  el  cargo  de  Tesorero  de  las 
Islas,  que  sera  desempenado  por  el  olicial  del  ejercito  regular  de  los  Estados 
Unidos  que  se  nombre  al  efecto.  Dicho  Tesorero  de  las  Islas  esta  en  el  deber 
de  recibir  y  custodiar  todo  el  dinero  quo  produzcan  las  rentas  de  las  islas,  \ 
hacer  los  desembolsos  y  traspasos  de  dichos  fondos,  solamente  en  vista  de  las 
cedillas  que  emita  el  Revisor  de  las  Islas,  refrendadas  por  el  Gobernador 
General.

d)  cstado  se  calcula  en  9.4  por  ciento,  comparada  con  100.9  por  ciento  el  1“  de 
junio  de  1898  ;  89.6  por  ciento  para  la  fecha  correspondiente  de  1897,  y  98.2 
por  ciento  el  promedio  medio  del  mes  de  junio  por  los  lihimos  13  aiios. 

Tn^o  de  Jiii'tenio. — La  condicidn  se  calcula  por  termino  medio  en  67.3  por 
ciento,  comparada  con  90.8  por  ciento  en  junio  1",  dc  1898,  78.5  para  la  misma 
t'ceha  de  1897,  y  83.4  el  promedio  medio  de  junio  durante  los  ultimos  13  anos. 

Ai  ena. —  Numero  total  de  acres  169,000  d  sea  siete-decimos  de  1  por  ciento 
iiicnos  que  en  1898.  El  promedio  de  la  condicidn  fue  88.7  por  ciento  compa- 
rado  con  cl  estado  correspondiente  al  i®  de  junio  de  1898,  y  91.2  el  promedio 
medio  para  junio  en  13  anos. 

Cehiida. — Los  informes  recibidos  indican  un  aumento  de  3.1  por  ciento  en  el 
numero  de  acres  de  cultivo,  sobre  1898.  Se  calcula  en  91.4  por  ciento  el  pro¬ 
medio  de  la  condicidn  de  este  cereal  comparada  con  78.8  por  ciento  para  junio 
I'Vslc  1898,  y  89.6  por  ciento  el  promedio  medio  por  los  ultimos  13  anos. 

Centeno. — Este  cereal  demuestra  una  disminucidn  dc  8.9  por  ciento  en  el 
numero  de  acres  dc  cuitivo;  el  promedio  de  su  condicidn  es  84.5  por  ciento 
comparado  con  97.1  en  junio  1®  de  1898,  y  el  promedio  medio  de  91.3  por 
ciento  durante  los  13  ultimos  anos. 

Arroz. — En  el  Estadt)  de  Louisiana,  que  cs  el  principal  productor  de  arroz, 
bubo  un  aumento  de  7  por  ciento  en  el  numero  de  acres  de  cultivo,  y  en  tt>dos  los 
otros  Estados  en  los  cuales  la  industria  es  de  suticiente  importancia  para  merecer 
su  examen,  con  excepcidn  de  Alabama  y  Mississippi,  se  notd  algun  aumento. 
En  el  primer  Estado  la  condicidn  es  8  puntos  bajo  el  promedio  general  de  los 
liltimos  cinco  anos,  pero  en  los  otros  tres  Estados  cl  tanto  por  ciento  fue  dos  en 
uno,  dos  en  otro  y  en  el  otro  ocho,  sobre  el  promedio. 

Algodon. — Los  informes  indican  que  ha  habido  una  disminucidn  de  cerca  de 
ocho  por  ciento  en  la  extensidn  del  area  de  cultivo,  siendo  el  promedio  de  la 
condicion  85.7,  comparado  con  89  por  ciento  el  1®  de  junio  de  1898,  y  88.1  cl 
promedio  medio  por  iOs  ultimos  13  anos. 

Fnitos. — En  los  13  Estados  que  scgiin  el  ultimo  censo  tienen  3,000,000  d  mas 
manzanos  en  fruto,  la  cosecha  demuestra  que  para  el  1"  de  junio  la  condicidn 
era  mas  6  menos  igual  al  promedio  del  mismo  mes  durante  los  1 3  ultimos  anos. 
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El  prospecto  de  la  cosecha  de  melocotones  d  duraznos  indica  que  no  sera  igual 
al  promedio  regular,  aun  cuando  se  debe  toniar  en  consideracidn  la  inmensa 
extension  de  terreno  v  las  variadas  condiciones  climatologicas  de  los  Estados 
Unidos  que  hacen  ditlcil  la  perdida  total  de  la  tVuta.

.Acompanando  los  expresados  datos  aparece  el  comentario  que 
extractamos  como  sigue : 

Estas  entradas  son  las  mayores  de  que  se  tenga  noticia  referentes  a  cualquier 
mes  de  abril,  con  excepcidn  de  1895,  en  cuya  fecha  llegaron  a  $1,1 1^,869.  Los 
numeros  que  arrojan  las  importaciones,  §859,877.42,  son  especialmente  satis- 
factorios,  comparados  con  §894,260  en  marzo  ultimo,  §830,492  en  abril  del  ano 
pasado.  Esto  indica  que  el  comercio  en  general  se  ha  reanimado.  Desgracia- 
damente  esta  animaci6n  ha  sido  tardia,  y  apenas  podemos  esperar  que  cantidades 
tamaltas  se  conserven  en  los  prdximos  meses  de  invierno  cuando  los  negocios 
.  son  flojos,  tanto  en  las  importaciones  como  en  las  exportaciones.  Estamos 
entrando  en  la  estacidn  mas  pesada  del  ano  que  dura  desde  ahora  hasta  octubre 
6  noviembre  pr6ximos.

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Em  vista  clos  algarismos  acima  dados,  so  resta  chamar  a  atten- 
9ao  dos  •agricultores  e  com  mere  iantes  daquellas  republicas  da 
America  Central  e  do  Sul  que  estao  escassamente  representadas 
na  estatistica  para  a  superioridade  reconhecida  no  mundo  inteiro 
das  machinas  e  instrumentos  americanos  para  a  agricultura,  como

()  Consul  americano,  Mr.  Eleming,  de  Edimburgo,  sob  a  epi- 
graphe  “Machinas  Agricolas  dos  Estados  Unidos  em  EsctK'ia,” 
diz  no  numero  de  Janeiro  dos  citados  Relatorios,  o  que  segue: 

Nas  fazendas  de  Escocia  empregam-sc  extensamente  as  machinas  agricolas  de 
labricagao  americana.  A  maior  parte  das  machinas  para  fazendas  fiibricadas  nos 
Estados  Unidos  tern  sido  preferida  desde  ha  tempo  pelos  agricultores  de  aqui 
por  causa  de  seu  prego,  qualidade  e  desenho.  Ainda  quando  as  machinas  es- 
cocezas  teem  gfandes  meritos,  as  de  fabricagao  americana  teem  obtido  maior 
sahida  pela  facilidade  com  que  se  adaptam  as  necessidades  especiaes  do  agri- 
cultor  escocez.  Os  americanos  adaptam  suas  machinas  ao  mercado.  Fago 
referencia  a  Escocia  em  particular,  mas  igual  cousa  pode  dizer-se  cm  geral  do 
Reino  Unido  *  *  *.  ()  arado  de  ago  resfriado,  ao  principio  nao  sc  adaptava 

as  necessidades  do  agricultor  escocez,  que  preferia  fazer  uRi  sulco  angusto  c  nao 
considerava  conveniente  voltcar  o  sulco,  preferindo  que  terminasse  em  angulo. 
Altcrou-se  o  arado  de  modo  de  satisfazer  os  desejos  do  agricultor,  do  qual  tern 
rcsultado  <]uc  o  arado  americano  go/a  hoje  do  favor  geral. 

()  Consul  SouRGKE  (Ic  Bordeaux,  sob  a  cpigruphe  “Machinas 
e  Instrumentos  de  Agricultura,”  diz  nos  Relatorios  correspon* 
dentes  a  1‘evereiro,  o  tpie  segue: 

O  augmento  na  importagao  destes  artigos  c  testemunho  convinccntc  da 
superioridade  do  producto  americano.  Ao  mesmo  tempo  sou  de  opiniao  que 
o  estudo  das  condigocs  agricolas  desta  regiao  augmentaria  extensamente  a  demanda 
por  certas  classes  de  instrumentos  de  agricutura.  l*or  cxcmplo,  tenho  nolado 
que  o  arado  que  sc  emprega  para  o  cultivo  dos  vinhedos,  ainda  os  pcrtcnccntcs 
aos  proprictarios  mais  ricus,  6  tirado  por  uma  junta  de  bois  jungida  a  uma  viga 
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dc  niadeira  de  seis  a  oho  pollegadas  de  diametro  e  de  oito  a  dez  res  de  com- 
primento,  a  cujo  extremo  posterior  esta  o  arado. 

Por  que  nao  cmprcgar  o  arado  americano  tirado  por  um  cavallo  ou  por  uma 
niula,  em  vcz  dos  bois  e  da  grande  viga  de  maderia?  Nao  e  por  que  nao  sabem 
que  existem  instrumentos  aperfei^oados.  *  Si  empregam  os  bois  e  a 

pcsada  viga  e  porque  creem  que  por  este  methodo  obteeni  os  melhores  resultados. 
Si  os  fabricantes  aniericanos  desejam  vender-lhes  instrumentos  de  agricultura, 
dcvem  proporcional-os  algo  equivalente  ao  que  hoje  empregam  o  que  tern 
demonstrado  claramente  suas  vantagens  economicas.  O  que  e  considerado 
como  o  melhor  em  Kansas  ou  em  Ohio  naJ  pode  necessariamente  ser  recom- 
mendado,  por  esta  razao,  ao  intelligente  agricultor  do  sudoeste  da  Fran^-a,  e  e 
impossivel  fa/.er  que  elle  compre  o  que  nao  abrigue  o  convencimento  que  esta 
em  seu  intercsse  usal-o.  *  *  * 

O  bom  senso  manit'estado  pelos  fabricantes  americanos  ao  melhorar  seus  pro- 
ductos  em  forma  e  acabado  deve  ser  applicado  a  chamar  a  attengao  daquelles 
que  nao  demonstram  maior  interesse  em  aprender  ou  mudar,  si  6  que  esperam 
conseguir  os  mercados  europeos.  O  estudo  intelligente  das  condigoes  de  con- 
sumo  e  tao  importantc  como  o  dominio  da  economia  do  producto.  Estas 
condicoes  nao  se  podem  adivinhar  nem  aprender,  sinao  por  meio  da  observa^ao 
conscienciosa  de  uma  pessoa  perita  nos  detalhes  de  cada  ramo  especial  de 
produc^'ao.

COMMERCIO  EXTERIOR  DOS  ESTADOS  UNIDOS 
EM  PRODUCTOS  AG  RICO  LAS. 

O  relatorio  sobre  o  commercio  exterior  tios  Estados  Lmidos, 
segundo  tern  sido  preparado  pelo  Ministerio  da  Agricultura  para 
o  exercicio  ile  1898,  mostra  que  este  anno  e  o  mais  notavel  na 
historia  tio  paiz.  Ainda  que  as  exportacoes  toram  ilecididamente 
as  maiores  (pie  se  teem  teito  ate  agora,  as  importa^'oes  toram 
extraordinariamente  petpienas.  Por  cada  dollar  de  mercadorias 
estrangeiras  importadas  nos  Estados  Unidos.  teem  se  exportado 
productos  por  valor  de  cerca  de  clous  dollares.  Das  mercadorias 
nacionaes  enviados  para  mercados  estrangeiros,  70.93  por  cento, 
calculado  o  valor,  se  compunha  de  productos  agricolas.  O  valor 
total  destas  exportac^'cies  em  1898  toi  de  $838,507,942,  o  cjual 
e  um  augmento  sobre  os  algarismos  correspondentes  a  1897 
cerca  de  25  por  cento,  ou  .seja  um  valor  de  $168,752,749.  Esta 
cjuantia  excede  a  de  1892,  (pie  toi  o  anno  de  maior  exporta^'ao, 
em  $50,000,000. 

A  exporta(;ao  de  jircnluctos  agricolas  em  i8(}8  mostra  um  aug¬ 
mento  proporcional  maior  cpie  a  de  outra  classe  de  artigos.  A 
primeira  manteve-se  a  altura  do  notavel  crescimento  a  cpie  tern 
chegado  nos  Estados  I’nidos  a  exportai:ao  de  manutucturas.  .\ 
diminuicj'ao  na  importai  ao  de  productos  agricolas  durante  o  anno 
toi  (piasi  tao  notavel  como  o  augmento  na  exjuirtac'ao  dos  mes- 
mos.

UM  NOVO  PORTO  COMMERCI.4L. 

Como  se  noticiou  no  Boletim  correspondente  ao  mez  de  Maio, 
a  Republica  do  Brazil  cedeu  ultimamente  a  Bolivia  o  districto  do 
Acre  que  era  reclamado  por  ambos  os  paizes.  Este  districto  esta 
situado  no  rio  do  mesmo  nome,  que  e  o  affluente  maior  do  rio 
Purus,  e  um  dos  principaes  tributarios  do  caudaloso  Amazonas. 

O  primeiro  acto  do  Governo  boliviano  toi  estabelecer  uma 
altandega  em  Puerto  Alonso,  que  e  uma  cidade  de  importancia 
situada  no  Acre  e  porto  de  sahida  de  um  districto  muito  rico  em 
borracha. 

Dizem  que  previamente  a  determina9ao  desta  questio,  o  unico 
porto  de  onde  se  poderiam  embarcar  os  productos  da  Bolivia,  era 
o  de  Villa  Bella,  no  rio  Madeira.  Este  ponto  de  embarque, 
porem,  nio  era  satisfactorio,  porque  o  Madeira  offerece  muitos 
obstaculos  a  navega9ao;  os  rios  Purus  e  Acre,  pelo  contrario, 
podem  ser  navegados  facilmente  durante  as  inunda9des.

Campos  .Salles  apresentou-lhe  uma  niensagein,  na  (jual  tallou  com 
emphase  acerca  de  que  os  actos  tio  sen  Governo  durante  os  cinco 
Inezes  que  teem  decorrido  liesde  que  se  acha  a  trente  dos  necocios 
publicos,  teem  estado  de  accordo  com  seu  manifesto  inaugural.

Mais  adianti-  o  Presidente  disse  (pic  o  Brazil  d(;veria  adoptar  o 
principio  de  exportar  tudo  (pianto  pode  produzir  em  melliores 
condi(;(M-s  (pie  os  outros  paizes  e  importar  o  (pie  as  outras  iKup'ies 
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possum  prociuzir  em  nielhores  condicocs  que  o  Brazil.  Recom- 
nundou  u  practicu  du  mais  estricta  cconomia  na  administracao 
nacional  e  na  dos  estados,  por  nao  ser  possivel  decretar  novos 
impostos.  Bcdiu  que  se  tizesse  a  revisao  da  lei  sobre  montepios 
e  qut;  se  creasse  uma  nova  lei  sobre  os  impostos  do  sello,  que  os 
tlirt'erentes  estailos  tinham  apropriado.  Assim  mesmo  aconselhou 
a  adopcao  de  certas  medidas  para  melhorar  o  systema  de  cobran(,'a 
de  ilireitos  ailuaneiros  e  tiutros.

O  vahir  ilos  proiluctos  mineraes  ila  Boliva 
exportados  pelo  mesnu)  porto  (sem  contar  o  vah>r  de  19.841  libras 
lie  azougue)  toi  de  $1,836,03^. 

.A  Brovincia  de  .Antofagasta  compreliende  tres  secciH'S.  a  saber: 
.Antofagasta,  a  mais  imjiortante,  'Poltol  e  riH’opilla.  Cada  seccao 
tern  um  porto  do  mesmo  nome.  pelo  qual  se  exportam  quasi 
todos  os  productos.  Dizem  (jue  o  districto  de  .Antofaga.sta  e 
muifo  rico  em  ouro.  prata.  cobre.  chumbo  e  anhydrita.  Bhicon- 
tra-se  o  ouro  em  veios  ou  jazidas  bem  marcados.  I'm  grande 
obstaculo  a  exploracao  de  ouro  v  a  escassez  d'agua  que  tern  de 
ser  levada  cm  carros  por  uma  distancia  de  millias.  custando 
pela  im'dia  $8.74  |u>r  tonelada.  Bor  conseguinte  a  |>roduci;;fo 
annual  do  ouro  c  sbmente  de  440.92  libras.  .As  afamadas  minus 
de  (  luanaco  est:lo  situadas  em  I'oltol.

I'odo  o 
minerio  de  cobre  produzido  nos  districtos  de  4'oltol  e  d'ocopilla 
e  vendido  a  Companhia  Lotta  no  sul  do  Chile.  Xitrato  dtr  soda 
existe  em  todos  os  tres  di.strictos.  Mm  .Antofagasta  ha  extensos 
terrenos  que  teem  sido  trabalhados  desde  1870.  Os  de  .Salar  teem 
sido  esgotados,  mas  os  mais  no  interior  emj)regam  de  800  a  1,000 
o[)erarios  e  produzem  de  ^0,000  a  55,000  toiuTidas  por  anno. 
Mm  Toltol,  a  produccao  annu.il  e  de  umas  90,000  toneladas.  I  la 
extensos  terrenos  neste  district).  Os  terrenos  em  d'ocopilla  per- 
tencem  a  differentes  donos  produzem  100,000  ton<  ladas  por 
anno. 

Xo  district)  de  .Antofagasta  existaii  excillentes  minas  de 
chumbo  que  contem  uma  pecpiena  porcimtagem  d«;  prata,  mas 
actualmente  nao  estao  sendo  trabalhadas  devido  a  falta  de  meios 
de  communica(;ao.  I  la  tambem  extensos  terrenos  de  borato  de 
cal  a  distancia  de  160  milhas  da  costa;  os  de  Aco.stan  e  Cat:ote 
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estao  sencio  explorados  e  produzem  umas  7,000  toneladas  por 
anno.  A  distancia  de  1  jo  milhas  da  costa  ha  um  morro  inteiro 
de  sal  puro  de  cpiasi  20  milhas  de  comprimento,  mas  como  a 
estratla  de  terro  esta  muito  distante,  niio  pode  ser  tirado  para  a 
exportacao.  ()  districto  produz  terro  sufficiente  para  a  tundicao 
e  o  carbonato  de  cal  su})pre  os  tlous  t'ornos  da  mesma  tundicao. 
Xa  vizinhanca  de  Sierra  Gorda  ha  grandes  depositos  de  sulphato 
de  terro  que  sao  explorados  em  peijuena  escala.  Encontram-se 
em  ditferentes  partes  do  paiz  perto  de  Caracoles  pequenos  deposi¬ 
tos  de  anhyilrita  que  nao  se  ailapta  hem  aos  fins  tie  construccao, 
pois  dissolve-se  n’agua.

COMMERCIO  DE  PANAMA  E  BOLIVAR. 

Das  exportaooes  feitas  pelo  clistricto  clc  Panama,  Republica  da 
Colombia,  os  P^stados  Unidos  compraram  85  {)or  cento  em  1898, 
contra  82  por  cento  em  1897,  nao  obstante  a  guerra  hispano- 
americana  (jue  teve  lugar  durante  parte  do  dito  anno.  Mas 
apezar  de  que  os  Estados  Unidos  importam  com  tanta  liberali- 
dade  da  Colombia,  este  paiz,  durante  o  anno  fiscal  mencionado, 
so  importou  dos  I^stados  Unidos  como  30  por  cento  de  .seu  com- 
mercio  estrangeiro,  o  qual  indica  uma  diminuicao  de  8  por  cento 
com  respeito  ao  commercio  em  1897,  3  por  cento  ilo  qual  toi 
para  a  Inglaterra  e  5  por  cento  para  a  .\llemanha. 

Os  exportadores  europeus  ofierecem  creilitos  de  nove  e  ate  de 
doze  mezes,  methodo  c^ue  nao  aceitam  os  embarcailores  ilos 
Estados  Unidos.  Reterindo-se  a  isto,  o  Consul  inglez  em 
Panama  diz  em  seu  relatorio  a  seu  Cioverno  o  (pie  segue: 

PAta  vantagem,  mais  apparente  que  real,  produz  a  vezes  rcsultados  distinctos 
aos  que  sc  cspcram  c  della  t'azcm  uso  rara  vcz  as  casas  principaes  de  commercio 
a  quern  a  questao  de  intcrcsscs  e  materia  de  importancia.  'I'cnho  tornado  o 
trabalho  de  avejiguar  o  ponto  c  tenho  visto  que  a  opiniao  geral  e  que  seis 
mezes  6  prazo  mais  que  sufficiente,  c  que  pelo  geral  prefere-se  o  prazo  de  tres 
mezes. 

A  continuu  altu  na  taxa  de  cambio  e  a  deprecia(;ao  do  valor  da 
prata.  o  augmento  conset^uente  do  pret;o  das  mercadorias  importa- 
das,  sern  (pie  augmente  o  do  trabalho  do  paiz  tern  produzido  um 
effeito  notavel  no  commercio  do  paiz  e  occasionado  uma  ou  mais 
grandes  paredes  nos  principaes  portos  de  exjiortaip'io. 

O  valor  das  irnportaia'ics  feitas  pt^lo  1  fepartamento  de  Panama, 
durante  o  anno  de  i8(j8,  alcan(;ou  a  $3,231,816.78,  ouro  ameri- 
cano.  lUste  total  foi  repartido  entre  os  paizes  seguintes:  (ira 
Bretanlia,  $95(^,730.92 ;  I^stados  Unidos,  $(j2cj,(j52.25;  I'ranca, 
$516,234.69;  .Xllemanha,  $367,438.25;  China,  $i(/),i03.o8; 
lles[)anha,  $(ji,35i.(^4;  os  demais  jiaizes,  $171,005.65.  h'm 
Cartagena,  (pie  pertence  ao  I'lstado  de  Bolivar,  as  imjiorta^a'ies 
al('an(;aram  a  $2,037,287.48,  repartidas  como  segue:  (ira  Bre-

As  perdas  nao  atfectaram  um  so  paiz 
mas  reparti ram-se  assim:  Gra  Bretanha,  $786,97 1 .02,  ou  seja  49 
por  cento;  Franca,  $429,733,  ou  64  por  cento;  Estados  Unidos, 
$276,057.24.  ou  36*^  por  cento;  Allemanha,  $272,936.41,  ou  41 
por  cento;  outros  paizes,  $1 1 1,622.76,  ou  45  por  cento,  alcancando 
a  perda  total  a  cerca  de  47  por  cento. 

Em  Santa  Marta,  rpie  tambem  pertence  a  Bolivar,  as  im[)orta- 
coes  alcancaram  a  $60,298.78,  dos  seguintes  paizes:  Estados 
Uniilos,  $33,170.87;  Gra  Bretanha,  $11,116.72;  Allemanha, 
$10.98104;  outros  paizes,  $5,030.15.  O  commercio  geral  por 
Sabanilla  ou  Porto  Colombia,  mostra  uma  diminuicfio  nas 
im[H)rtac(M‘s  de  cerca  de  um  sexto  ilo  valor  a  que  subiram  em  1897, 
ou  seja  $  1,606,7 10.68.  Xao  se  especihcam  as  quantias  correspon- 
dentes  a  catla  paiz. 

Os  Estados  Unidos  exportam  para  Panama  a  maior  quantidade 
de  calcailo,  tazendas  para  lencoes.  louca  de  barro,  sabao  lino,  papel 
de  imprimir.  ammonia  anhydra.  terro  em  barras  e  em  tolhas,  cor- 
doaria  e  barbante,  cervejas,  proiluctos  alimenticios,  terragens, 
machinas,  e  kerosene;  occupam  o  segundt)  lugar  na  exporta^ao 
dos' seguintes  artigos :  algodao,  productos  chimicos,  drogas,  e  pertu- 
niarias,  e  Ihes  corres{H)nde  o  terceiro  lugar  nas  exportacbes  de  telas 
de  linho,  vinhos,  e  bebidas  espirituosas.  .A  Gnl  Bretanha  exporta 
os  seguintes  artigos  em  maior  quantiilatle  que  qualcjuer  outro  paiz :

ocarvao  tie  pedra  que  se  consome  alii ;  tx'cupa  o  segundo  lugar  no 
que  se  retere  a  calcado,  cervejas,  viveres,  e  prtKluctos  alimenticios. 
Da  Allemanha  se  importa  a  maior  parte  ilos  prt)ductos  chimicos, 
pregos  de  arame,  meias  batatas  e  roupa  teita.  P  ran^a  envia  toda 
a  loiKj'a  fina  tie  China,  a  mait)r  parte  tlas  tlrt)gas  e  pertumarias, 
vinht)s,  e  licores  espirituosos  e  vestiilos.  O  commercit)  ctim  China 
esta  circumscripto  a  sedas.  Italia  e  I'ranca  exptxtam  todos  os 
chapeos  tie  teltro  ordinarios.  Hespanha  envia  tt)tlt)  o  calcado 
barato.  Pmtre  t)  calcado  tie  melhor  tpialiilatle  para  ht)mens,  o  que 
se  tabrica  nt)S  Estatltis  l^nitlos  t)btem  a  pret'erencia  “pelo  Ixinito 
de  sua  tbrma  e  a  apparencia  suave  tie  panno  da  parte  superior.” 
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Os  Estados  Unidos  e  Hespanha  adiantam  muito  no  commercio 
de  telas  de  algodao  e  sens  productos  tomam  o  lugar  dos  de  tabri- 
cacao  inglez. 

Diz  o  Consul  britannico: 

Com  referencia  ao  commercio  em  chitas  americanas,  que  hoje  6  igual  a  pouco 
mais  da  ter^a  parte  do  commercio  ingle/,  e  que  em  importancia  segue  a  cste,  com 
poucas  excep9oes  o  producto  americano  6  um  pouco  mais  caro  que  o  artigo 
inglez;  mas  qualquer  differen^a  que  haja  em  prego  csta  sufficientemente  equili- 
brada  com  a  qualidade  inquestionav  elmente  superior  do  material,  a  maior  lar- 
gura,  a  ausencia  de  gomma  e  a  permanencia  das  tintas.  Uma  das  cousas  que 
sao  contrarias  as  chitas  americanas  c  o  numero  reduzido  de  desenhos  em  cada 
caixa  ou  fardo.  Os  exportadores  ultimamente  teem  aperfei^oado  o  methodo  de 
empacotar  para  a  exporta9ao  c  hoje  encontram-sc  mais  commummente  fardos 
pequenos. 

Em  um  relatorio  enviado  recentemente  a  Secretaria  de  Estado 
por  Mr.  \V.  Irvin  Shaw,  Consul  americano  em  Barranquilla,  este 
senhor  ao  reterir-se  ao  commercio  de  telas  de  algodao  em  Colom¬ 
bia.  exprime-se  assim: 

Observar-sc-ha  que  destas  exporta9oes  (rcfcre-sc  aos  quadros  estatisticos  que 
envia)  que  Inglaterra  manda  como  69.81  por  cento;  os  Estados  Unidos,  como 
10. 8g  por  cento;  Fran9a,  como  9.21  por  cento;  Allemanha,  como  6.26  por 
cento,  e  Italia,  como  3.42  por  cento.  *  ♦  *  Ainda  que  se  vende  aqui  uma 
grande  quantidade  de  telas  finas  de  algodao,  ha  maior  procura  das  classes  mais 
baratas  c  ordinarias  *  *  *_  Inglaterra  exporta  a  maior  quantidade  destas 

telas  neste  mercado. 

O  Consul  inglez  diz: 

.As  fazendas  americanas  para  lcn96es  sao  mais  suaves,  pesam  menos  e  pelo 
geral  teem  um  acabado  mais  bonito  do  que  as  tazendas  inglezas.  Cieneros  desta 
classe  de  boa  qualidade  custam  13X  centavos  em  ourt),  menos  2  por  cento  de 
desconto  cm  Nova  York  c  teem  maior  sahida  aqui  do  que  as  que  custam  7 
pence  em  Manchester. 

UuKicasu  de  .San  brancisco  tern  o  monopolio  da  venda  aqui 
de  sabao  branco;  a  caixa  contem  de  20  a  ()0  barras  segundo  o 
tamanho  destas  e  o  consumo  annual  alcan(j*a  a  1  7,000  caixas. 
L  ma  tabrica  nacional  produz  um  artigo  bastante  bom,  mas  con¬ 
tem  maior  proporcao  de  agua  que  o  .sabao  importado.  Em 
Panama  consomem-se  por  anno  como  1,000  resmas  tie  papel  de 
imjiriniir,  todo  comprado  nos  I'Lstados  Unidos.  A  ammonia 
anhydra  que  se  importa  dt)s  ICstados  Unidos  emprega-se  na  tabri- 
ca^ao  de  gelo  artificial.  O  pret^o  em  Nova  York,  e  mais  alto 
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que  nos  portos  de  Europa,  mas  os  baixos  tretes  tazem  que  custe 
nicnos.  Ferro  em  barras  e  em  tolhas,  arame  tlirpado,  e  quasi  toda 
a  cordoalha  e  barbante  importam-se  dos  Hstados  Unidos  a  precos 
com  os  quaes  nao  podem  competir  as  casas  europeas,  ao  (pial  se 
accrescenta  a  vantagem  do  curto  tempo  em  que  se  recebem. 

O  commercio  de  exportacao  dos  1  )epartamentos  mencionados 
mostra  um  augmento  de  mais  de  19  por  cento  em  1898  contra 
1 897.  Os  artigos  ( jue  mostram  maitir  augmento  sao :  borracha, 
mogno,  ipecacuanha,  cocobolo,  balsamos  medicinaes,  bananas,  e 
tartaruga.  O  valor  total  dos  artigos  enviados  aos  Estados  L’niilos 
alcan^ou  a  $777,792.69.  Alem  dos  artigos  mencionados,  expor- 
taram-se  tambem  os  seguintes:  cacao,  cix:o,  cate,  couros  crus, 
pelles,  taguas,  e  conchas  de  mailreperola.  As  exportacoes  para  os 
outros  paizes  alcancaram  a  $i3E733-^>^^  assim:  Gra  Bretanha, 
$103,777.09;  Allemanha,  $19,437.30,  e  I'ranca,  $8,519.27. 

Ue  BiK'as  (.lo  I'oro,  o  centro  da  industria  da  exploracao  cia 
banana  se  enviaram  para  os  Estados  Unidos  em  1896.  2.029.021 
caches.  A  tructa  vein  ile  Barrantpiilla  em  pequenos  vapores  ame- 
ricanosaos  mercados  de  Mobile  e  Nova  Orleans.  Eaz-se  a  viagem 
de  ida  e  volta  em  doze  tlias.  Em  Barrancjuilla,  cidade  que  tern 
uma  popula^'ao  de  10,000  habitantes,  ha  15  casas  negixdantes  em 
bananas,  cujas  exportacoes  em  l8()8  alcancaram  a  $9,280,356.53, 
ou  seja  um  augmento  de  $^>70,303.57  .sobre  1897.  A  industria 
mais  impojtante  desta  seccao  e  a  tabricacao  de  sabao.  Ha  iluas 
tabricas  montadas  com  machinas  moilernas.  Uma  casa  hespa- 
nhola  montou  ha  pouco  tuna  tabrica  tie  velas,  e  sens  proiluctos 
gozam  tie  boa  venda.  As  outras  industrias  da  cidaile  sao  varias 
tabricas  tie  tlistillacao,  uma  tuntlicat),  2  tabricas  de  ettrtir  cuja 
produc^'ao  mensal  alcanna  a  3,000  etturos  e  muitas  tabricas  de 
tijolt)S  e  telhas.

A 
tjuantitlatle  tie  cate  exportaila  alcancou  a  296.449  saccas,  avaliatlas 
em  $578,84),  Desde  que  termintHi  a  guerra  varias  casas  decom- 
mercit)  teem  estatlt)  enviantlt)  gatlt)  em  pe  a  Cuba. 

Notavel  comt)  tdra  a  tliminuicat)  na  tpiantitlatle  tlas  imjx)rta«,'t)es 
teitas  ptir  Cartagena,  tambem  httuve  um  ntttavel  augmento  nas 
expttrtaytH's  teitas  pelt)  mesmt)  jtorto.  Em  1898,  t)  valor  das 
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exportacOcs  alcancou  a  $5,302,178.21,  contra  $3,773,870.96  em 
1897,  on  seja  um  augmento  de  $1,528,307.25.  As  exporta96es 
dc  catc  alcancarani  a  86,604  saccas  avaliadas  em  $509,073.48.

Em  contrast;,  “El  Eettrutmista”  tliz  que  em  Cuba  500  fazen¬ 
das  protluzem  1,000,000  tonelatlas  tie  assucar,  tpier  tlizer,  Cuba 
produz  mais  que  lUr/.v.  veztts  a  tpiantidadtt  jtrtitluzitla  no  Mexico, 
aintla  que  o  numero  tlas  plantat;oes  em  Cuba  seja  um  quinto 
menos  que  o  das  tlo  .Mexict).  .\  razao  tlistt),  segundo  t)  jornal 
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citaclo,  c  cjue  a  imlustria  ilo  assuuar  v  practicacla  hojf  no  Mexico 
conit)  teni  sitlo  por  seculos,  de  accorilo  com  os  metiiodtis  anticjua- 
dos  e  tradicionaes. 

I'^m  aljxumas  plantacoes  de  importancia  se  usam  os  methodos 
motlernos  e  velhos  em  cH)mbinacao.  mas  essas  plantacoes  estao 
situadas  a  imia  elevacat)  ilemasiado  ^ramleacima  do  nivel  do  mar 
para  obter  as  maiores  colheitas  e  asse^urar  o  bom  ilesenvtilvimento 
da  canna.  Por  outro  lailo.  sendo  em  proximidade  da  costa,  o 
clima  e  (piente  e  ao  mesmo  tempo  humido.  e  pt)r  conseguinte  nao 
se  necessita  irrigacao.

Na  costa  se  pode  obter  o  combustivel  em  abundancia  e  seu 
preco  nao  e  ilesvantajt)so  para  o  emprego  tlos  metht)dos  mais 
motlernos  para  a  extraccao  tlo  sumt)  tla  canna,  e,  usantltKse  o  sys- 
tema  tie  ditl'usat).  tla  tie  12  a  1  ^  pt)r  centt)  tie  assucar;  at)  passo 
que  si  se  usa  um  bt)m  systema  tie  mt)er  a  canna.  tla  10  por  cento 
tie  assucar,  que  e  a  metlia  para  as  Antilhas.

Ainda  cjue  temos  na  (Ira  Bretanha  numerosos  depositos  de  carvao  que  ainda 
nao  tccni  sido  explorados  e  que  provavelmente  sao  siitficicines  para  fazer  t’rente 
por  300  annos  pouco  inais  ou  meno5  a  urn  consumo  annual  superior  a  nossa  pro-

()  Consul  dos  ICstados  Unidos  em  Buenos  Ayres,  Mr.  Mayer, 
intormou  a  .Secretaria  de  Hstailo,  com  data  de  27  de  I)ezembro 
de  i8ij8.  ipie  haviam  chegado  aipielle  porto  em  navios  de  vela  os 
primeiros  carregamentos  de  carvao  americano.  Menciona  este 
facto  como  o  principio  de  uma  nova  era  para  a  marinha  mercante 
americana  e  prediz  ipie  dentro  ile  pouco  tempo  a  Argentina  rece- 
beni  ilos  Bstados  Unidos  toilo  o  carvao  ipie  consome.

D'apres  la  publication  intitulee  *•  .Stati.stics  ot'  the  American 
and  Foreign  Iron  Trades”  pour  I’annee  i8i)8,  la  production  du 
ter  et  de  lacier  a  beaucoup  augmente  aux  F2tats-l’nis.  L’annee 
1898  a  vu  le  commencement  d’un  mouvement  dans  le  commen  e 
du  ter  du  pays  qui  a  produit  une  veritable  revolution,  et  dont  on 
observe  les  ileveloppements  avec  le  plus  grand  interet.  Ce  mouve¬ 
ment  n’est  autre  chose  tpie  la  consolidation  tie  t't)mpagnies  pour 
I’extraction  du  ter  et  de  I'acier.atin  tie  ert'er  de  nouvelles  .societes  tjui 
possedent  iltja  un  capital  estime  a  plus  tie  $300,000,000. 

D’apres  la  publication  citee  plus  haut,  I’exportation  du  ter  et  tie 
I’acier,  ainsi  (|ue  des  objets  manutactun's  avec  ces.  metaux.  s’est 
(•levee  en  l8t)8  a  $82,771,530  contre  $62,737,250  en  l8t)7,  et 
contre  $48,670,218  en  1896,  soit  une  augmentation  en  deux  ans 
de  plus  de  70  pour  cent.  Dans  les  exportations  de  1898,  on 
compte  253,057  tonnes  tie  t'onte  de  ter,  291.038  tonnes  de  rails  en 
acier,  28.600  tonnes  tie  lingots  et  tie  loupe,  18.500  tonnes  de 
baguettes  en  til  d’acier  et  24,195  tonnes  d’autres  baguettes  et  barres

Malheureusement,  on  n’a  pas  pu  se  procurer  de  statistiques  sur  les  dilFerentes 
importations  et  leurs  valeurs.  A  peu  d’exce[Ttions  prts,  on  peut  dire  qu’il  taut 
tout  importer.  Les  provisions  indigenes  se  composent  seulement  des  aliments 
les  plus  communs  et  les  plus  ordinaires  pour  la  consommatioh  de  I’Indien  et  de 
la  classe  ouvriere.  On  peut  dire  qu’il  n’y  a  pas  de  t'abricants,  et  meme  les 
articles  qu’on  pourrait  produire  sont  presque  enti^rement  negliecs.  Dans  cer¬ 
tains  districts  on  cultive  le  tabac  en  quantites  limitees,  mais  ni  la  quantite  ni  la 
qualite  ne  sont  de  nature  .\  encourager  le  commerce  etranger.  11  y  a  aussi 
quelques  petites  distilleries  de  cachassa,  une  liqueur  alcoolique  indigene,  pre- 
parce  avec  la  canne  sucre.  On  fabrique  dans  un  district  special  des  chapeaux 
fins  de  fibre,  designes  generalement  en  .Lngleterre  sous  le  nom  de  “  Panamas,” 
mais  en  dehors  d’une  exportation  legate  au  Rresil,  le  commerce  en  e>t  entiere- 
meni  local.  L’industrie  manutacturiere  du  Dcpartement  entierest  tr^s  en  retard, 

;i  cause  principalement  de  I’apathie  de  la  population  indigene  et  du  petit  nombrc 
d’habitants.  La  ville  d’lquitos  cst  presque  le  seul  centre  du  commerce  et  dc 
beaucoup  le  plus  important,  et  e’est  .i  cette  ville  que  les  remarques  ci-dessus 
s’appliquent  d’une  manicre  plus  speciale,  mais  dies  s’appliquent  au  Departement 
tout  entier. 

Le  commerce  est  presque  enti^rement  entre  les  mains  d’etrangers  qui  repre- 
sentent,  dit-on,  2-;  nationalites.  Les  Peruviens  natifs  de  classe  superieure  sont 
principalement  des  tbnetionnaires  du  Ciouvernement.  La  plus  grande  partie  de 
la  population  d’lquitos  consiste  en  Indiens  et  en  m^tis ;  la  population  de  la  ville 
cst  de  1^,000  .1  12,000  habitants  environ.  II  cst  trfcs  facile  d’entretenir  dc  bons 
rapports  avec  les  habitants  dc  toutes  les  classes,  quoique  les  Europeens  trouvent 
le?  Icntcurs  et  les  delais  qui  surviennent  en  toutes  choscs,  tr^s  ennuyeux.  Les 
Indiens  sont  paisibles  et  bien  disposes,  mais  ils  sont  d’une  indolence  incorrigi¬ 
ble  et  sans  aucunc  ambition.  Ce  sont  cux  qui  font  tout  le  travail  grossicr. 

Le  caoutchouc  forme  le  principal  article  d’exportation.  On  en  cxpedic  la 
plus  grande  partie  en  Europe,  et  I’on  s’occupe  trits  peu  dcs  autres  produits  du 
district.  Les  principales  varietes  de  caoutchouc  sont  cellcs  de  caucho  et  de 
jebe,  dont  les  prix  tictucls  sont  de  30  .1  30  soles  par  arroba  de  13  kilos.  11  cst 
a  remarquer  que  ces  chitl'res  accusent  une  augmentation  coiisivlerablc  pendant 
I’annee.  Le  prix  moven  pour  rannt’e  iSqS  a  etc  dc  26  soles  par  arroba  pour 
le  caucho,  cl  dc  40  soles  par  arr»>ba  pour  le  jebe.  (^n  trou\e  une  qualite  dc 
ce  caoutchinic  un  peu  interieure,  dont  le  prix  est  d’enxiron  2  soles  dc  moins.

V  a  aussi  le  sernambi,  ou  debris  de  cat>utclu>uc,  compose  du  jebe,  ainsi  que  du 
caucho,  dont  Ic  prix  imiyen  I’cndant  I'annee  a  etc  de  37  soles  par  arroba.  On 
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estime  a  202,916  livre>  sterling  la  valeur  Je  routes  les  qualites  pendant  I’annee 
ecoulee,  contre  206,04“  pour  I’annce  precedente;  en  0^97  _de  1,140,52^  kilos,  et 
en  1898,  829,935  kilos. 

Cette  diminution  est  due  .1  I’inaccessihilite  toujour;,  croissante  des  arbres  pro- 
duisant  du  caucho,  ceux  qui  sont  d’acces  facile  etant  devcnus  rares,  par  suite 
des  methodes  destructives  du  cueillage  de  la  gomme.  .\u  lieu  de  pratiquer  une 
entaille  dans  I’arbre,  on  I’abattait.  Les  arbres  st>nt  tous  sauvages,  et  il  faudra 
plusieurs  annees  pour  leur  perniettre  d’attcindre  une  croissance  suHisantc  pour 
permettre  une  autre  recolte. 

L’ne  autre  cause  de  la  diminution  dans  le  rendement  de  caoutchouc  I’annee 
derniere,  et  qui  a  peut-ctre  autant  d’importance  que  la  raison  citee  precedem- 
ment,  est  qu’un  grand  nombre  de  ceux  qui  rccueillent  le  caoutchouc  sont  partis 
pour  la  jurua  et  autres  rivieres  bresiliennes,  d’ou,  toutefois,  on  a  de  bonnes 
raisons  de  le  croire,  la  maieure  partie  reviendra.  En  general,  les  Caucheros  ne 
sont  pas  familiers  avec  la  recolte  du  jebe,  ou  caoutchouc  fin,  mais  ils  I’appren- 
nent,  et  .1  leur  retour  au  I’erou,  ils  y  coiisacreront  sans  doute  plus  d’attention.

Aucun  de  ces  articles  n’est  un  article  regu- 
lier  de  commerce,  .1  cause  des  prix  eleves  et  du  manque  de  bras.  11  est  presque 
certain  que  ces  produits,  ainsi  que  beaucoup  d’autres  produits  naturels,  avec  I’ap- 
plication  du  travail  ameliore,  pourraient  ctrc  cultives  avec  succes.

Toutefois  le  climat 
est  tr&s  Snervant  avant  d’arriver  aux  hautes  montagnes,  et  il  en  est  de  meme 
sur  tous  les  fleuves  navigables.  La  maladie  principale  qu’oii  a  a  craindre  est 
la  malaria  et  les  fievres  qui  s’en  suivent,  mais  tm  dit  que  la  fievre  jaunc  est 
inconnue. 

On  trouve  i’or  dans  plusieurs  des  rivieres,  et  pendant  I’annec  ecoulf-e  t>n  a 
envoye  plusieurs  corps  de  mineurs  pour  en  faire  la  recherche.  Jusqu’ici  on  n’a 
obtenu  que  de  I’or  a  I’etat  de  poussicre  et  cela  en  quantites  pen  remuneratriccs. 
D’apres  les  indications,  il  sernble  que  I’existence  de  I’tir,  en  quantites  considerables, 
est  un  fait  incontestable,  mais  on  n’a  pas  decouvert  les  endroits  precis  des  gise- 
ments.  Une  compagnie  de  mineurs  est  maintenant  etablie  sur  la  riviere  Napo, 
oil  ils  ont  trouve,  parait-il,  I’or  en  quantites  asscz  considerables,  11  est  tres 
dangereux  de  penetrer  dans  quelques  endroits  oil  I’or  existe,  il  cause  de  I’hostilite 
des  Indiens  sauvage^,  i  rnoiiis,  toutefois,  d’avoir  une  cscortc  considerable  et  bien 
organisee. 

Les  fleuves  principaux  sont  asse/.  bien  connus,  mais  on  n’a  pas  explore  les  plus 
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petitcs  rivifcres.  Le  tratic  se  fait  au  moyen  Jc  canots  ct  dc  tjuelques  chaloupes, 
done  plusieurs  ont  Kjuitos  pour  rendez-vous  principal.  Sauf  sur  le  bord  des 
rivieres,  le  pays  est  presqu’inconnu,  car  la  plus  grande  partie  est  couverte  d’une 
foret  epaisse.  11  offre,  sans  doute,  un  riche  champ  a  I’exploitation  commerciale. 

Le  travail  de  metier  est  couteux  et  rare,  mais  jusqu’ici  la  demande  en  a  et6 
tres  limitee.  Dans  la  ville  d’lquitos,  on  dit  que  les  charpentiers,  les  construc- 
teurs  de  maisons  et  autres  mecaniciens  gagnent  de  8  a  12  sols  par  jour.  La  vie 
est  proportionnellement  chfcre.  Le  climat  est  trfes  enervant  pour  un  anglais,  et 
personne,  dit  le  vice-Consul  britannique,  nedevraits’y  rendre,  a  moins  qu’il  n’ait 
quelque  projet  bien  defini  en  vue.
